300  LIVES  ARE  LOST 
ON  HIRANO  MARU 


Japanese  Vessel  Is  Torpedoed  and  Sunk  by  Sub- 
marine Off  Irish  Coast — People  Are  Thrown 
Into  Sea,  With  No  Chance  of  Escape — 
Few  Survivors  Are  Picked  Up. 


LONDON,  Oct.  10. — The  Dublin  mail  boat  I-einster  has 
been  torpedoed,  according  to  the  Exchange  Telegraph  Co.  The 
st?amer  was  making  a  trip  from  Dublin  to  Holyhead. 

Four  hundred  persons  perished  in  the  torpedoing  of  the 
Leinster,  according  to  a  report  which  has  not  yet  been  con- 
firmed. 

The  reported  torpedoing  of  the  Leinster  on  her  regular  voy- 
age from  Dublin  to  Holyhead  would  indicate  that  the  German 
U-boats  have  again  succeeded  in  getting  into  St.  George's 
Channel.  Nothing  has  been  reported  of  U-boat  operations  in 
that  water  for  a  long  time.

The  Hlrano  Maru  waa  outward 
bound  for  Japan,  and  carried  about'. 

The  veaael  waa  tor- 
pedoed and  aunk  by  a  German  aubmar- 
Ine  early  on  Friday  mornlngr  li«n 
tbout  300  miles  south  of  Ireland.

Providentially  the  oommanrler  of  the 
American  destroyer  Sterret  heard  the 
exploakin  and  steered  his  phip  for  the 
point  whence  the  «o<ihd  came.  He 
found  the  whip  had  disappeared  and 
he  saw  a  mags  of  people  struggling  Ik 
the  water. 

There  were  no  small  boats  avallahio. 
■o  th»  deatroyer  In  the  bad  weather 
ateamad  alMut  picking  up  those  who 
were  atlll  alive.

Hcores  of  American  soldiers  were  killed 
or  wounded  by  shrapnel  fired  by  a  Ger- 
man submarine  after  it  had  (orpedoed 
the  steamship  Ticonderoga,  1,700  miles 
off  the  Atlantic  coast,  according  to  the 
story  told  by  twenty  survivors  who 
arrived      here    today    aboard    a    British 

freighter. 

There  were  2.'.0  men  aboard  the  Ticon- 
deroga, an  American  steamship  of 
6,130  tons,  and  all  but  the  twenty  who 
arrived  here  today  are  believed  to  have 
perished.  The  survivors  ijot  away  In 
the  only  boat  which  was  not  demolish- 
ed by  the  shell  fire  from  the  subma- 
rine- they  said.  Seventeen  of  the  men 
who  reached  port  were  members  of  a 
detachment  of  soldiers  detailed  to 
care  for  horses  which  were  being 
trana  ported. 

The  Ticonderoga  was  attacked,  pre- 
sumably on  October  2,  when  she  fell 
behlnd\her  convoy  because  of  engine 
trouble. 

According  to  the  story  of  survlv- 
on,  the  submarine  waa  not  sighted 
until  she  had  sent  a  torpado  crashing 
Vnto  the  aide  of  the  ship.  The  torped<. 
dttf  not  strike  a  vital  spot,  however. 
and  the  captain  crowded  on  full  steam 
In  an  affort  to  escape,  at  the  aame  thne 
orderlnf  tha  (un  crawa  Into  action 
agalBflt  tiM  aubmarine,  which  appaar- 
ad  about  a  nil*  ofC 

"Our  gun  crews  did  not  Are  more 
than  flva  or' six  ahota,"  one  of  the  aur- 
vlTora  said.  "Tha  forward  vun  was 
■hot  away  almost  at  onc«.  Tha  after 
gttB  and  tt*  craw  waa  deoe  for  almaat 
aa  otilekly.  Then  tka  nan  want  tatlM

In  desperation, 
swam  close  to  the  submarine  and 
hailed  an  ofTlcer,  aaklnR  him  in  Gods 
name  to  stop  flrinit.  "The  lieutenant 
who  answered  him  did  so  with  a  load- 
ed revolver,  saying  that  If  he  did  not 
swim  back  he  would  shoot  him. 

"When  our  boat  had  only  20  men 
In  it*,  we  were  ordered  alongside  the 
submarine  and  made  to  tie  up  while 
the  shelllnc  i>t  the  dead  and  dylnfr  on 
the   sinking   ship   continued. 

"The  leader  of  our  boat  was  asked 
aome  questions  which  he  refused  to 
answer,  and  suddenly  the  submarine 
submerged  and  only  the  parting  of 
the  rope  with  which  we  were  tied  pre- 
vented  our   going   down    with    It." 

One  of  the  survivors  said  the  sub- 
marine was  of  the  cruiser  type,  and 
had  the  largeat  guns  he  bad  ever 
seen  on  a  submarine.  One  of  the  en- 
gineer offlcera.  he  said,  whose  room 
waa  plarcad  by  4  shell  from  the  sub- 
marlna,  declared  that  the  Bhell  was  an 
eight-Inch  projactlle.

"The  Allied  forces  advancing  on 
Prizrend  have  put  to  flight  enemy  de- 
tachments. 

"In  Albania  we  continue  to  advance 
In  the  direction  of  Rlbaaan.  driving 
back    the   Austrian    rearguards."

The  British  armies  continued  their 
rapid  movement  eastward  today, 
despite  desperate  resistance  which 
tbey  encountered  at  times  from  strong 
enemy  rearguards  who  are  trying  to 
protect  the  main  body  of  troops  now 
In   flight. 

British  cavalry  moving  astride  the 
(ambrai-Le  Cateau  road  captured  Le 
Cateau  and  moved  beyond  It  after 
overcoming  enemy  machine  gun  poets. 
Just  north  of  here  the  Infantry  many 
hours  ago  reached  NeuvUly.  The  Ger- 
mans were  in  some  strength  on  the 
east  side  of  the  Selle  River  at  this 
point,  and  used  their  guns  vigorously, 
but  the  town  was  taken  and  passed. 

Caudry,  Inchy  and  many  other 
towns  are  burning,* as  the  Germans 
continue  their  incendiarism  and 
destruction. 

Other  important  advances  have  been 
made,  and  notwithstanding  the  enemy's 
flight!  more  than  2,000  additional 
prisoners  have  been  taken  since  yes- 
terday. One  army  of  the  three  parti- 
cipating in  the  operations  took  M 
canaon  yesterday  and  many  more  to- 
day. The  others  undoubtedly  have 
dona  aa  well. 

The  Oermana  are  still  In  full  flight, 
but  reatstance  from  the  rearguards 
appears  to  have  slightly  stiffened,  and

Already  the  French  first  army  op- 
erating south  of  the  British  have 
reached  the  river  at  Mesleres,  and  as 
they  are  drawing  close  to  It  north- 
ward the  British  and  Americans  are 
approaching  It  still  farther  north.

SENATORS  TALK 
A80IIT  fUElENT 


Mr,  Lodge  Is  Criticized  for  Re- 
cent Utterance  and  Repeats 
Objections — Nothing  Heard 
From  German  Government. 


WASHINGTON.  Oct.  10.— Presi- 
dent Wilson's  note  of  inquiry  in  re- 
sponse to  the  German  peace  pro- 
posal was  praised  and  attacked  today 
In    the    Senate. 

Senator  I'lttman  of  Nevada,  l»emo- 
crat,  opened  a  debate  that  lasted 
boum  by  crlllcixlng  Senator  Ixtdge 
of  .MaHsachusetts,  the  Republican 
leader,  for  Issuing  a  statement  com- 
menting unfavorably  upon  the  Presi- 
dent's action.  The  Nevada  teiator 
agreed  with  most  of  the  other  lead- 
ers In  Congress  who  have  discussed 
the  matter  for  publlcalion  In  ap- 
proving both  the  President's  refusal 
to  propose  an  armistice  while  the 
Germans  are  on  invaded  soil  and  the 
Inquiries  addressed  to  the  German 
Chancellor.  He  said  the  criticism  of 
the  Republican  leader  could  serve  no 
good  purpose  and  would  tend  to  de- 
stroy confidence   In   the   President. 

Senator  Lodge  replied,  reiterating 
his  disappointment  that  the  Presi- 
dent did  not  reply  that  nothing  short 
of  unconditional  surrender  by  the 
inemy  would  be  accepted,  and  hlf 
belief  that  the  note  opens  the  way 
for  negotiations  with  the  German 
rulers  with  whom  the  President  has 
said  the  ITnlted  States  cannot  deaL 
A  similar  view  was  taken  by  Sena- 
tor Polndexter.  Republican,  of 
Washington,  who  expressed  the  hope 
that  If  necessary  Bngland  and 
France  would  refuse  to  grant  an 
aimistice  until  Germany  had  aur- 
rendered. 

No  word  came  to  the  State  De- 
partment during  the  day  Indicating 
that  the  President's  note  had  reach- 
ed   the    Oerman    Chancellor. 

The  fact  that  the  Chancellor  Is  to 
address  the  Reichstag  on  Saturday 
led  to  the  belief  that  the  Prince 
would  have  his  reply  ready  by  that 
time. 

Evidences  that  Turkey  Is  crumb- 
ling, and  already  almost.  If  not  quite, 
out  of  the  war.  continue  dto  appear 
In  reports  to  the  department.  There 
waa  no  confirmation,  however,  of 
rumors  that  the  Ottoman  Oovern- 
ment  had  propoeed  surrender,  nor 
any  explanation  of  the  delayed  ap- 
pearance of  the  T^rklah  note,  said  tf* 
hava  been  aent  simultaneously  with 
those  of  Oennany  and  Austria.

Should  the  Vrench  to  the  aooth  or 
the  Brltieh  to  the  north  aucceed  in 
breaking  through  before  the  Oermana 
can  complete  an  extenalve  retirement, 
the  capture  or  diaperaion  of  a  whole 
army  group  might  be  realised.  In  the 
opinion  of  obeervera  here  the  situation 
today  has  almost  limitless  possibilities, 
and  MarHhal  Foch  is  virtually  cerUin 
to  concentrate  every  ounce  of  power 
at  his  command  for  a  flnal  coup. 

The  snia»hlng  victory  of  the  Anglo- 
American  forces  north  of  St.  Quentin 
may  be  paving  the  way  for  the  early 
invasion  of  f;ermany  itself. 

8tril(ing  hints  of  a  wholly  new  en- 
terprise, directed  at  the  upper  Rhine 
Valley,  have  come  from  unofficial 
uuartera  in  France,  and  they  follow 
repealed  reports  from  Switzerland 
that  the  civil  populations  of  the 
Rhine  Valley  towns  were  being  re- 
moved by  the  Ueri.ian  authorities. 
•Some  offlcpr's  here  regard  these  re- 
ports a.«j  hlRhly  Hignincant,  particu- 
larly becau.se  It  now  appears  certain 
that  the  enemy  will  be  forced  back 
far  all  along  the  front  In  Northern 
France  and  Belgium  within  the  next 
few  days.  While  the  constant  ham- 
mering is  kept  up  in  the  north  to  pin 
the  (Jerman  armies  there.  It  might  be 
possible.  It  was  said,  to  deliver  a  new- 
stroke  on  the  Alsace-Lorraine  front 
that  might  swiftly  develop  Into  in 
Invaaiori  of  Germany  Itself  by  way 
of  the  Rhine  Valley. 

It  does  not  appear  likely,  however, 
that  the  Rhine  drive  plans,  if  there 
are  such  plans,  will  develop  until  the 
situation  clears  in  the  north.  Should 
the  German  armies  escape  the  triple 
trap  between  Verdun  and  the  North 
Sea,  however,  and  establish  a  line  on 
the  Meuse  front,  many  oltlcers  are 
confident  that  the  centre  of  attack 
will  swing  suddenly  to  a  drive  into 
Germany  itself  by  the  shortest  route 
— the  Rhine  Valley. 

For  the  moment,  attention  la  con- 
centrated on  the  startling  forward 
rush  of  the  Anglo-American  forces 
which  have  broken  through  the  great 
St.  Qucntin-Cambrai  defensive  sone. 
To  the  south.  It  Is  known  that  the  en- 
emy 1«  straining  rfVery  effort  to  hold 
up  the  French  along  the  Suippe  River. 
All  but  one  of  the  twenty-four  good 
divisions  on  this  front,  It  haa  been 
reported,  are  now  In  the  front  lines. 
.Should  the  French  reach  and  pass  the 
Alsne.  as  they  threaten  to  do,  the  en- 
emy forces  in  the  Laon  pocket  ap- 
parently would  be  in  desperate 
straits.

These  represent 
the  richest  tirritory  of  France,  vheri 
the  larKser  :•'.•«  tich  industrial  e.uabllsh- 
ments  ar«  if^ated.  All  these  cot-oa 
hvr*  a  glorious  past.  They  arj  flJied 
with  splendid  monuments  and  museums 
and  libraries  of  priceless  treasures.  In 
Cambral  stands  the  tomb  of  the  illus- 
trious  Fen^'on. 

"One  cannot  view  without  profound 
sadness  all  the  ruins  the  German  invad- 
ers are  leaving  b«hlnd  them:  ruins  that 
represent  not  only  material  losses,  bat 
also  moral  losses.  The  condur'.  of  the 
German  armies  Is  an  outrag*  on  civili- 
zation and   humanity.

MANY  THOUSANDS 

OF  SHELLS  ARE  USED 

LONDON.  Oct.  10. — During  15  suc- 
cessive days  recently  the  British 
artillery  hurled  more  than  10,000  tons 
of  shells  a  day  upon  the  enemy,  ac- 
cording to  a  statement  by  Winston 
0pencer  Churchill.

Mr.  Churchill  showed  that  the 
expenditure  of  such  a  vast  amount 
of  munitions  was  possible  through 
the  Intense  Industrial  organization  .of 
the  country,  which  had  contributed 
a  generous  supply  of  shells. 

The  great  scope  of  this  organiaa- 
tlon  was  revealed  by  the  Minister 
through  his  statement  that  between 
2,000.000  and  3,000,000  persons  were 
engaged  in  the  making  of  munitions 
In  Great  Britain.

Lord  Khaujh- 
nessy  will  retain  the  position  of 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
filr  George  Bury  retires  from  his 
ofllce  of  vice-prcHident  owing  to  ill- 
health  and  Is  succeeded  by  Mr.  Grant 
Hall,  who  has  been  vice-president  in 
charge  of    Western   lines. 

An  official  statement  issued  at  the 
oltlce  of  the  company  this  afternoon 
follows;. 

"At  a  meeting  of  the  directors  held 
In  Montreal  today,  Lor;!  Bhaugh- 
nessy,  after  20  years  of  offlce,  re- 
tired from  the  presidency  of  the  C. 
P.  K.,  although  still  retaining  tho 
position  of  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  so  that  while  relieved  of 
executive  duties  he  will  continue  his 
counsel  and  experience.  This  change 
Is  due  to  Lord  Shaughnessy's  convic- 
tion that  in  view  of  tho  extensive 
programme  planned  by  the  company 
for  the  period  of  reconstruction  after 
the  war,  the  best  interests  of  the 
company  would  be  served  if  a 
younger  man  were  to  assume  the 
active  direction  of  so  large  and  com- 
plex a  system.

Mr.  Beatty  was  born  on  October  18, 
lg77,  at  Thorold.  Ont.  His  father, 
the  late  Henry  Beatty.  was  a  native 
of  Ireland;  his  mother,  Harriet 
<  Powell)  Beatty,  was  of  Canadian 
birth.

CANADIAN  CASUALTIES 


OTTAWA.  Oot.  1».— The  (oUowInc

WITH  THE  CANADIAN  FORCES, 
Oct.  10.— (By  J.  F.  B.  UvtMny.  Can- 
adian Preaa  Correspondent.) — The 
boche  baa  never  carried  out  more 
ruthless  or  premeditated  vandalism 
than  the  destructfbn  ot  Cambrai.  now 
In   procreee. 

"France  can  never  forget  nor  for- 
rlve  ibis."  remarked  a  French  officer 
with  tears  In  his  eyes.  "Torch  In  hand, 
he  comes  offering  us  peace." 

We  stood  ^arly  this  mornlnK,  In 
Place  d'Arraeu.  a  great  public  square, 
when  the  Canadians  entered  today.  It 
was  practically  intact.  Now  It  Is  like 
Ypres.  All  is  ruin.  At  9  o'clock  ex- 
ploHlon^  began  and  have  continued 
ever  since  all  day.  In  every  part  of 
the  town  there  were  explosions  of  In- 
cendiary bombs  with  time  fuses  al- 
tarhed,  and  thcBe  were  followed  Imme- 
diately by  outbur«tB  of  fire.  In  one 
Hhort  street  a  doren  houses  simul- 
taneously burst  Into  flames.  The  Hhtel 
de  Vllle.  the  Bishop's  Palace  and  other 
biilldlnRs  were  blown  to  pieces.  The 
cathedral  8till  stands,  but  with  the 
ruined  chancel  orTly.  There  Is  left 
thf  Kreat  belfry,  but  with  fire  lappinr. 
Its  bane.  As  the  hours  went  by  the 
univris«1  <hbra(ier  of  the  holocauHt 
developed.  The  nun  was  obscured, i 
and  seemed  liKe  a  fiery  ball  of  smoke 
amid   the  thick   dust  of  falling  walls. 

The  Caiiiidan  engineers  sought  to 
pen  in  the  conflagration  by  dynamit- 
ing the  buildings,  but  the  flames  broke 
at    their   b-K-kn. 

CarnliiMi  tonlfht  is  a  smoking  ruin. 
There  remains  In  the  city  l<'ather 
Thle»e.  |>ri«-sl  of  the  Church  of  St. 
Druon.  Two  days  ago  he  was  ordered 
to  evacu'ite.  He  refused  because  he 
had  to  attend  to  a  dying  woman.  They 
threatened  to  Hhoot  him.  but  he  perse- 
vered, and  today  he  was  caring  for 
<;ivil;ans  who  had  hidden  for  ten  days 
in  the  <ellar8. 

WITH  THE  ^^^NGLO-AMERICAN 
KORCEH.  S.E.  OF  CAMBRAI,  Oct. 
10. — British  and  American  forces  con- 
tinued to  advance  rapidly  and  are  driv- 
ing the  demoralized  Germans  before 
them,  according  to  all  available  re- 
ports on  this  front.  The  whole  battle 
Is  on  a  field  that  was  aflame  through- 
out the  night.  The  many  fires  have 
completely  destroyed  towns  and  farm- 
houses. 

The  powerful  mines  which  the  fier- 
mans  had  placed  under  Cambrai  seem 
to  have  been  set  wjth  a  time  fuse,  the 
Idea  being  to  complete  the  destructlou 
started  by  fire  and  to  kill  as  great  a 
number  of  the  Allied  soldiers  as  was 
possible. 

The  explosion  went  off  with  a  roar 
under  the  centre  of  the  town  after  it 
had  been  occupied  by  the  British.  The 
crash  and  detonation  were  seen  and 
heard   for   miles. 

(ireat  damage,  the  extent  of  which 
haH  not  yet  been  determined,  was  done 
In  Cambrai. 

More  Ki-ench  civilians  have  been 
freed  from  the  (tennans.  Some  of 
the  InhabltHnts  of  the  town  rushed  out 
to  meet  the  marching  Brltleh  and 
greeted  them  with  cheers  and  tears. 

JAPANESE  TROOPS

TOKIO,  Oct.  10. — Reporting  mili- 
tary operations  in  Siberia,  an  official 
statement    Issued    today    says: 

"Cavalry  and  Infantry  pursuing 
the  enemy  from  Zeya  In  the  direc- 
tion of  Ranbukl,  captured  lorakal 
and  Joldain  on  .September  27.  A  de- 
tachment of  the  third  division  from 
Tchlta  reached  Wcfnevzlnsk  on  Sep- 
tember  29. 

'"The  Zeya  River  has  been  cleared 
by    mine-sweepers." 

The  .lapaneso  War  Office  today 
announced  that  the  booty  captured 
by  the  Allied  forces  In  the  Amur 
district  of  .Siberia  between  Septem- 
ber 18  and  .September  2:2  included 
five  steamships,  30  cars.

WITH  THE  CANADIAN  FORCES, 
Oct.  6. — (Delayed)  —  (By  J.  T.  B. 
Livesay,  Canadian  Press  Correspond- 
ent)— Qeneral  Sir  Henry  Home, 
commanding  the  British  First  Army, 
wired  as  follows  to  Lleut.-Oeneral 
Sir  Arthur  Currie,  commanding  the 
Canadian   Corpe,    Oct.    3: 

"I  wish  to  exprees  to  you  Vnd  the 
troops  my  appreciation  of  the  deter- 
mined fighting  of  the  Canadian  Corps 
during  the  past  few  days.  During 
this  time  the  Canadian  Corps,  assist- 
ed by  the  Eleventh  Division  and  por- 
tions of  the  66th  Division,  success- 
fully carried  through  the  diflflcult 
task  of  forcing  the  Canal  du  Nord  in 
the  face  of  a  determined  enemy  and 
captured  Bourlon  wood  and  the  high 
ground  north  and  northwest  of  Cam- 
brak.  The  Importance  which  the 
enemy  attached  to  these  positions  Is 
shown  by  the  number  of  divisions 
which  he  has  employed  and  by  the 
violence  of  his  counter-attacks  during 
the  last  two  days.  Triiops  of  no  less 
than  12  divisions  have  been  engaged 
during  this  period  In  an  attempt  to 
stem  the  succe.ssful  advance  of  the 
Canadian    corps." 

General  Currie  addressed  the  fol- 
lowing   oi'der    to    the    troops: 

"1  wish  to  express  to  all  troops 
j  now  fighting  In  the  Canadian  cor|)8 
my  high  appreciation  of  the  splen- 
did fighting  qualities  displayed  by 
them  In  the  successful  battles  of  the 
first  week  In  October.  The  mission 
assigned  to  the  corps  was  protection 
of  the  flank  of  the  Third  and  Fourth 
Armies  In  their  advance,  and  that 
mission  has  been  carried  out  to  the 
complete  satisfaction  of  the  com- 
niander-ln-chlef.  In  your  advance 
you  overcame  the  very  formidable 
obstacle  of  the  Canal  du  Nord.  You 
carried  by  assault  the  fortified  Bour- 
lon Wood  and  the  Marcoing  line,  and 
seised  the  high  ground  extending 
along  the  Uouai-Cambrai  road.  The 
towns  of  Olsy-Ie- Verger,  Eplnoy, 
Haynecourt,  Marqulon,  Salns-les- 
Marqulon,  Sancourt,  Bourlon,  Fon- 
talne-Bourlon,  Fontalne-Notre  Dame 
Kallly,  ate.  Olle,  Neuvllle  St.  Remy 
and  Tllloy  are  now  ours,  and  your 
patrols   entered    Cambrai    Itself. 

"How  arduous  was  the  task  assign- 
ed to  you  arwd  how  valuable  to  the 
enemy  was  the  groqjod  you  captured 
can  be  Judged  by  the  fact  that  where- 
as In  the  operations  of  l-'lrst.  Third 
and  Fourth  British  Armies,  36  enemy 
divisions  have  been  engaged  to  this 
date.  12  of  them,  supported  by  11 
Independent  machine  gun  units,  have 
been  met  and  defeated  by  the  Can- 
adian corps.  As  you  formed  the 
flank  you  suffered  enfilade  and  fron- 
tal artillery  fire  all  the  way.  and 
hundreds  of  jnachlne  guns  captured 
testify  to  the  violence  of  the  opposi- 
tion from  that  source.  Every  evi- 
dence confirms  the  fact  that  the 
enemy  suffered  enormous  losses.  He 
fought  stubbornly  and  well,  and  for 
that  reason  your  victory  Is  the  more 
creditable.  You  have  taken  In  this 
battle  over  7.000  prisoners  and  200 
field  and  heavy  guns,  thus  bringing 
the  total  captures  of  the  Canadian 
corps  since  August  8  to  28,000  pris- 
oners, JTOO  guns,  over  3,000  machine 
guns  and  a  large  amount  of  material 
of   all    kinds. 

"Even  of  greater  Import.ince  than 
these  captures  stands  the  fact  that 
you  have  wrested  69  towns  and  vil- 
lages and  over  17  5  square  miles  of 
soil  from  the  boche  In  the  short 
si).ace    of    two    months. 

'The  Canadian  corps,  to  which  was 
attached  the  Thirty-second  Division 
for  the  battle  of  Amiens,  the  Fourth 
and  P'ifty-flrst  Divisions  for  the  bat- 
tle of  Arras  and  the  Eleventh  Div- 
ision for  the  battle  of  Cambrai.  has 
encountered  and  defeated  decisive- 
ly 40  German  divisions —that  Is  near- 
ly one-quarter  of  the  total  (Jerman 
forces  on   the   western  front. 

"In  the  performance  of  these 
mighty  achievements  all  arms  and 
branches  of  the  corps  have  bent  their 
purposeful  energies  one  for  all  and 
all  for  one.  The  dash  and  magnifi- 
cent bravery  of  our  Incomparable 
Infantry  have  at  all  times  been  de- 
votedly seconded  with  great  skill 
and  daring  by  our  machine  gunners, 
while  the  artillery  lent  their  power- 
ful and  never-falling  support.  The 
Initiative  and  resourcefulness  dis- 
played by  the  engineers  and  the  de- 
votion of  the  medical  personnel  have 
been  worthy  of  every  praise.  The  ad- 
ministrative services  working  st  all 
times  under  very  great  pressure  and 
adverse  conditions,  surpassed  their 
efllclency.  The  chaplain  services  by 
their  continual  devotion  to  the  spir- 
itual welfare  of  the  troops  and  their 
utter  disregard  of  personal  risk  have 
endeared  themselves  to  the  hearts  of 
every  one.  The  Incessant  efforts  of 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  their  Initiative 
In  bringing  comforts  right  up  to  the 
front  line  In  battles  are  warmly  ap- 
preciated  by  all. 

"The  victories  you  have  won  are 
the  fruit  of  the  Iron  discipline  you 
accepted  freely  and  of  the  high  stand- 
ard you  have  reached  In  technical 
knowledge  of  your  arms  and  the 
combined  tactical  employment  of  all 
your  resources.  You  must,  therefore, 
with  relentless  energy,  maintain  and 
perfect  the  high  standard  of  training 
you  have  reached  and  guard  with 
Jealous  pride  your  stern  discipline. 
L'nder  the  Isstlng  protection  of  Di- 
vine Providence,  united  in  a  burning 
desire  for  the  victory  of  right  ovst 
might,  unselflsh  in  your  alms,  you 
are  and  shall  remain  a  mighty  force, 
admired  by  all.  feared  and  respected 
by  your  fo^s. 

"I  am  proud  of  your  deeds,  and  I 
want  to  record  here  my  heartfelt 
thanKs  for  your  generous  efforts  aad 
my  unbounded  confidence  In  your 
ability  to  fight  victoriously  and  crush 
the  enemy  wherever  and  whenever 
you   meet   him."

Th«  r«al|fii»Uon  of  Lord  8hauvb- 
neaay  from  tho  prooldopcy  of  ttao  Can- 
adian Paoiflc  Railway  Company'  la 
du«.  accordtes  to  a  atatament  made 
public,  to  hta  desire  to  leave  the 
conduet  of  the  extensive  procramme 
planaed  for  the  period  of  .reconatruc- 
tlon  In  the  hands  of  a  younser  man 
than  himself.

The  retiring 
president  has  b«en  one  of  Canada's 
4r«at  assets,  and  we  are  glad  to  shy 
IbrlH  iSbntlnuc  to  be.  for  he  retains  ihe 
chairmanship  of  the  Board  of  Direct- 
ors of  the  C.P.R.,  where  his  invaluable 
advice  and  atalesmanlike  counsel  will 
be  available  to  the  company  and  alBO 
at  the  service  of  the  Oovurnnient  for 
the  good   of  the  Dominion. 

Lord  Shaughnessy  han  been  the 
greateirt  of  railway  presidents  and 
among  the  most  noted  of  modern  em- 
pire builders.  No  single  individual 
has  done  more  for  Canada  ttian  he 
has  In  the  mattir  of  material  devel- 
opment. The  corporation  he  con- 
trolled became  an  imperial  institution 
because  <)f  his  far-seelng^vlsion  and 
Iflst'ourageous  enterprise.  The  loyalty 
he  succeeded  in  instilling  into  the  em- 
ployees was  a  factor  in  making  the 
company  ho  uniformly  successful. 
Much  of  the  progress  of  Canada  dur- 
ing the  past  two  decades  Is  a  history 
of  the  development  of  the  C.P.R. 
With  a  less  active  and  less  able  presi- 
dent than  his  lordship  our  country 
might  well  not  be  nearly  so  great  as 
it  has  become.  The  Dominion  owes 
him  a  debt  of  gratitude,  more  espe- 
cially because  of  his  whole-h^parted 
patriotism  in  these  latter  years.  The 
part  he  has  p)ayed  In  war  efforts  was 
recognised  by  the  British  (Government 
when  he  was  elevated  to  the  peerage. 
We  have  become  so  used  to  regarding 
his  name  as  synonymous  ivlth  that  of 
the  C.P.R.  that  his  resignation  seems 
to  remove  a  familiar  landmark.  All 
must  acknowledge  that  the  rest  he  Is 
about  to  take  is  richly  deserved.  No 
one  has  worked  '  harder,  brought 
grcater*capaclty  to  bear,  or  accom- 
plished more  in  the  Interests  >f  the 
Dominion,  than  his  lordship. 

Mr.  E.  W.  Beatty,  K.C.,  the  new 
liresldent.  is  a  young  man  for  a  post 
of  such  tremendous  responsibility,  but 
all  who  know  him  speak  of  him  with 
enthusiasm.  TlAtre  Is  no  doubt  he 
will  bring  to  bear  on  his  task  capa- 
bilities, tempered  and  WldtQwi  by  lor^g 
years  of  association  with  j||^  railway 
<  ompany.  He  is  poe«eta^^4U(  s  bril- 
liant mind  capable  «t  leraspiQg  big 
things,  and  essentially  belongs  to  that 
type  of  Canadlanism  to  whom  we  look 
to  grapple  with  the  great  problems 
that  will  face  us  In  the  years  Imme- 
diately ahead.  Mr.  Beatty  not  only 
knows  all  that  Is  expected  of  him  In 
tile  new  responsibilities  he  has  as- 
sumed, because  of  the  schcrol  of  ex- 
perience from  which  he  has  grad- 
uated, bAt  he  belongs  to  a  retoe  of 
men  who  welcome  great'  tasks  and 
bend  all  their  energies  to  bring  them 
to  fruition.  He  knows  his  Canada: 
he  knows  her  people:  he  knows  the 
past  and  preeent  of  the  C.P.R.  and 
the  problems  of  Its  future.  That  he 
will  grapple  with  the  latter  in  a  man- 
ner that  will  Insure  continued  pros- 
perity and  growing  prestige  for  the 
railway  company  will  be  the  confident 
prediction  of  all  those  jrho  know  Mr. 
Beatty  and  realise  his  fltness  of  the 
post  to  which  iie  has  been  appointed.

To  bo  perfectly 
candid,  the  question  of  drydbck  ac- 
ooounodatlon  here  ehould  not  be  ono 
for  Mr.  Carvell's  consldoratlon.  except 
inasmuch  aa  he  is  a  member  of  th« 
Federal  Cabinet.  It  la  a  matter  .of 
national  policy,  not  a  public  works 
expenditure:  for 
oannot  bo  said  to  come 
scope  of  that  department.  "We  might 
auKceat  to  the  MinUtor  of  Public 
'Works  that  ho  is  kvldently  not  fully 
Informed  of  what  the  requiramonU 
aro  In  connection  with  a  naval  J>aaa. 
He  points  out  that  a  first-class  dry- 
dock  at  Esquimau  would  involve  the 
maintenance  of  a  crew  of  from  fifty 
to  seventy  men  continuously,  who 
would  be  idle — from  the  practical 
business  point  of  view — ^for  the  major 
part  of  the  time.  If  an  argument  of 
that  character  can  hold  water,  it 
might  also  be  made  to  apply  to  war- 
ships and  their  crews:  and  in  fact  to 
all   the   paraphernalia  of  defence. 

■We  can  hardly  believe  Mr.  Carvell 
appreciates  what  a  Canadian  naval 
policy  must  mean  If  he  la  willing  to 
advise  the  (Jovernment  that  a  dry- 
dock,  built  primarly  for  nav^l  pur- 
poses and  located  at  Canada's  I'a- 
dflc  base,  should  be  privately  owned 
and  operated.  If  there  is  to  he  A 
fleet  unit  here — and  no  other  policy 
will  be  adequate,  or  acceptable  to  the 
people  of  this  portion  of  the  I)oniln- 
lon — then  it  is  patent  there  must  be  a 
drydogk  capable  of  accommodating 
capital  ships.  That  drydock  must  be 
part  and  parcel  of  any  naval  pro- 
gramme that  is  fully  fledged.  Its 
need  has  been  emphasized  over  and 
over  again  during  the  present  war. 
If  Canada,  through  a  new  naval  pol- 
icy which  the  Government  has  an- 
nounced It  Is  formulating,  is  going  to 
station  warships  in  the  Pacific,  those 
warships  will  have  to  be  repj^trlh. 
Does  Mr.  Carvell  suggest  that  this 
should  be  done  by  private  enterprise? 
If  he  doeu  he  has  a  new  naval  theory 
which  will  hardly  survive  In  the 
school  of  experience.  Naval  drydocks 
are  specifically  part  of  a  country's 
navy;  built,  owned  and  operated  by 
the  Government  and  always  available 
for  warships. 

We  are  (luitr  In  accord  with  Mr. 
Carvell's  views  that  the  (Jovernment 
should  not  spend  money  at  this  time 
unless  the  outlay  is  absolutely  war- 
ranted. That  Is  a  sound  business 
principle,  but  the  problem  of  defence 
la  the  country's  most 'serious  concern. 
Canada  is  going  to  have  warships  of 
some  character  based  on  Rsqulmalt, 
but  Mr.  Carvell  and  his  fellow  minis- 
ters are  surely  not  going  to  suggest 
that  vessels  of  the  new  fleet  at  this 
port  should  go  over  to  the  American 
side,  or  to  Hongkong,  when  they  are 
In  need  of  rbpalrs.  Similarly,  we 
hardly  think  it  is  the  Intention  to  have 
vessels  of  the*  Federal  owned  mer- 
chant marine  drydocked  in  foreign 
waters.  Just  because  there  Is  no  ac- 
commodation available  at  their  home 
porta.  That  would  be  a  confession  of 
governmental  stupidity  that  would 
never  be  tolerated.  A  drydock  at 
Esqulmalt,  for  both  national  and  Em- 
pire-wide reasons.  Is  a  naval  neces- 
sity, complementary  to  any  pro- 
gramme of  warship  construction  upon 
which  Ottawa  may  embqjrk.  The  Ad- 
miralty chose  Esqulmalt  as  a  naval 
base  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons. 
The  Admiralty,  wherever  it  has  bases 
for  capital  ships,  owns  Its  own  dry- 
docks.  Wo  know  of  no  Instance 
throughout  the  Empire  of  private  en- 
terprise being  asked  to  build  up  a 
naval  policy. 

That  is  the  only  aspect  of  the  dry- 
dock  situation  here  that  It  Is  neces- 
sary to  submit  to  Mr.  Carvell's  con- 
sideration. The  people  of  this  portion 
of  the  Dominion  are  asking  for  noth- 
ing in  the  premises.  They  are  merely 
pointing  out  what  is  a  national  neces- 
sity and  what  will  have  to  be  brought 
Into  existence  by  the  Government  in 
the  event  of  a  naval  programme  being 
drawn  up:  or  otherwise  that  pro- 
gramme will  be  Inadequate  from  a  na- 
tional aspect,  and  particularly  so  from 
the  atandpoint  of  the  people  of  the 
Pacific  Coast.  I^j  this  connection  it 
ahould  be  made  clear  that  we,  in  this 
part  of  the  Dpmlnion,  are  most  vitally 
concerned  in  any  Canadian  naval  pol- 
icy, for  the  Atlantic  Coast  is  ade- 
quately protected  by  the  vessels  of  the 
British   Navy.

Sir, — As  you  are  perhaps  aware.  I 
recently  suggested  tho  desirability  of 
the  uniting  into  one  community  of 
ESsquimalt  and  Victoria,  and  that,-  in- 
cluded should  be  acquisition  of  the 
Goldstream  and  Esqulmalt  Water 
Works  Company.  All  of  the  foregoing 
of  course,  on  the  presumption  that 
fair  terms  to  all  concerned,  approved 
by  a  majority  of  the  cltlaens  of  each 
community,  can  be  arrived  at. 

Upon  my  taking  the  matter  up  by 
resolution,  in  a  «ormal  way,  with  the 
Victoria  City  Council,  in  order  that 
an  invitation  might  be  extended  by 
the  Victoria  City  Council  to  the 
Esqulmalt  Council,  and  to  the  Water 
Works  Company,  to  discuss  the 
matter,  some  of  the  Victoria  Alder- 
men objected,  some  objecting  on  the 
grounds  that  Esqulmalt  sljould  first 
have  been  approached,  etc.,  others 
objected  on  the  grounds  that  con- 
sideration of  purchase  of  (Joldstream 
and  Esquimau  Water  Works  is  out  of 
the  question,  etc.,  resulting  In  defeat, 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Victoria  City 
Council,  of  Monday.  16th  September, 
by  a  tie  vote,  of  resolution  recom- 
mending starting   of   negotatlons 

Under  the  clrcuniHtances  it  Is 
difficult  to  decide  exactly  how  to 
proceed,  for  though  I  feel  thst  the 
matter  should  be  discussed,  if  we  arc 
to  take  advantage  of  the  opportuni- 
ties which  we  have  a  good  chance  of 
grasping  if  we  ait  aggressively  and 
unitedly,  yet  I  also  feel  that  the 
course  of  action  soggested  by  the  de- 
feated renolutlon  is  the  lorrect  way 
te  proceed  to  bring  about  a  dli<<  uhsIoii, 
However,  there  Is  little  u.se  won  Ing 
about   methods  of  procedure, 

Heceiitly  H  letter  appeared  in  the 
local  press  from  Councillor  I'diiicroy. 
of  EMquimalt,  opposinK  HnmlKaina- 
tlon  and  setting  out  certain  difflcul- 
tles.  That  thfrc  «»p  dlfficultleH  In  the 
way,  Is  Is  ImpoH.sible  to  deny,  hut  1 
believe  the  advantages  to  all  con- 
cerned far  outweigh  any  objections 
or  disadvantages.  1  very  much  ap- 
preciate the  moderation  of  Councillor 
Pomeroy's  communication  to  the 
press,  and  most  decidedly,  whether  we 
amalgamate  or  not.  every  endeavour 
must  be  made  to  praotlse  the  utmost 
co-operation  and  to  maintain  the 
utmost,  cordiality  and  all  possible 
unity  of  purpose  between  Esqulmalt 
and    Victoria. 

My  belief  in  the  desirability  of 
union  has  been  strengthened  by  an 
Incident  which  took  place  on  Tuesday, 
17th       September.  BrietJy,       Baron 

Shaughnessy  on  that  ,date  acknow- 
ledged the  liability  of  the  Esqulmalt 
&  Nanaimo  Railway  to  place  across 
Victoria  Harbour  a  bridge  for  rail- 
way, foot  and  vehicles  In  accordance 
with  the  Order-ln-Council  of  the  26th 
August,  1887.  Such  a  bridge  would 
be  quite  sufficient  to  lake  care  of  all 
traffic  existing  today.  The  question 
we  are  at  once  confronted  with  Is, 
what  developments  can  we  anticipate 
with  sufhclent  confidence  to  justify 
the  expenditure  of  the  large  sum  of 
money  necessary  to  finance  a  thor- 
oughly first  class,  modern,  up-to-date 
bridge,  instead  of  contenting  ourselves 
with  the  more  modest  structure, 
amply  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the 
present,  which  can  now  be  obtained 
for  nothing?  Any  answer  to  this 
question,  favoring  the  larger  structure 
must  somewhere  Justify  Its  conclus- 
ions by  reference  to  development  of 
Esqulmalt  Harbour  and  Esqulmalt 
waterfront. 

The  areas  at  present  Included  with- 
in the  limits  of  Victoria  and  Esqul- 
malt can  only  attain  the  degree  of 
prosperity  to  which  their  natural  ad- 
.yantages  entitle  them  through  the  ut- 
most unity  of  action  and  co-operative 
effort,  and  whilst  It  is  true  that  there 
can  be  a  certain  amount  of  co-opera- 
tion without  niHklng  any  change  in 
the  existing  status,  yet  It  is  equally 
true  that  present  conditions  lead  to 
conflict  of  Interests  and  usually  to  a 
considerable  lack  of  co-operation  In 
matters  of  great  importance  What 
has  either  Victoria  or  Bsriulmalt  *> 
show  for  any  supposed  co-operation 
during  the  past  fifty  years?  1  cannot 
think  of  one  single  thing,  hut  1  can 
think  of  many  things  that  have  been 
lost.  It  Is  not  time  for  a  change  In 
our  methods?  it  Is  no  use  blaming 
other  communities;  they  are  merely 
putting  up  a  good  fight  for  themselves, 
and  If  we  should  lose  the  big  drydock 
and  everything  Iricldentlal  thereto  to 
Burrard  Inlet  we  will  have  no  one 
but  ourselves  to  blame  and  history 
will  be  only  repeating  what-  transpired 
when  the  terminal  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific   Railway   was   lost   to   us. 

Other  cities  scattered  all  over  the 
American  continent,  notwithstanding 
local  conditions,  prejudices  and  dif- 
ficulties, have  been  able  to  amalga- 
mate In  order  to  advance  the  common 
Interests,  and  surely  It  should  be  pos- 
sible to  devise  some  way  of  uniting 
Esqulmalt  and  Victoria  so  that  the 
Interests  of  the  citizens  of  the  two 
communities  can  not  only  be  advanced 
but — through  taxation  areas.  etc., 
property   protected. 

The  developments  that  active, 
united  effort  may  cause  to  take  place 
within  the  near  future  are  somewhat 
as  follows: — Hteel  shipbuilding.  In- 
creased machine-  and  boiler  work.s. 
development  of  the  Joint  harbours  of 
Victoria  and  Esqulnmlt  as  a  grenf 
ocean  port,  construction  of  a  large 
drydock,  rehabilitation  of  Esqulmalt 
Harbour  sa  a  naval  base,  car  ferry 
connection  of  the  Songhees  railway 
terminals  with  the  o«ean  docks  by  a 
car  ferry  capable  of  being  operated  In 
the  harbours  of  Esquimau  and  Vic- 
toria so  as  to  provide  railway  facili- 
ties to  the  waterfront  of  both 
harbours,  development  of  proper  In- 
dustrial areas,  the  establishment  of  an 
iron  and  steel  industry,  etc. 

In  addition,  hut  on  a  different  bajiis, 
are  such  things  as  the  bringing  into 
being  of  a  first  <-lajm.  modern,  bridge 
at  Johnson  Street  and  short  through 
route  to  Esqulmalt.  for  the  construc- 
tion of  which  Esquimau  and  Victoria 
being  amalgamated  would  be  an  ex- 
callsnt  reaaon.  the  full  development 
of  the  Bonghess  railway  ternrlnals, 
•tc.  the  possibility  of  reduction  of 
watsr  ratos  In  Bsqulmalt.  etc. 

At  the  prsosnt  timo.  no  matUr  how 
ws  may  believe, In  and  endeavor  to 
practise  tho  Idea  of  co-oporatlon.  yet 
It  is  a  fact  that  Victoria  and  Bsqul- 
malt aro  ntn  unltodly  putting  forward 
anythlns  Uko  thoir  »>-<  •J[f'^.^»« 
Moaro  Induatrlss.  etc.  Whilst  other 
eommanltlss  are  proastaur  their  clalma 
ta  tho  most  acsrssstrs  and  persistent 
m^anor  posalblo.

Victoria  and  cortain  districts  ad- 
jacent to  Victoria  tributary  to  the  Vic- 
toria Municipal  Waterworks  system 
are  capable  of  providln|[  many  excel- 
lent sites  for  all  of  the  Industries,  etc.. 
set  out  In  the  foregoing  list,  and 
Victoria  has  available  a  large  supply 
of  municipally  owned  water.  Under 
existing  condltiona  a  clashing  of  In- 
terests Is  at  once  apparent.  Shall 
Victoria  endeavour  to  find  customers 
for  Victoria's  water  works  system,  or.

Undoubtedly  there  are  many  dif- 
ficulties In  Ihe  way  of  bringing  about 
the  uniting  together  of  Esqulmalt  and 
Victoria,  but  that  should  not  deter 
an  attempt  being  made.  If  successful, 
it  would  at  once  result  in  a  unity  of 
action,  in  connection  with  the  har- 
bours of  Esqulmalt  and  Victoria  and 
adjacent  land  area  to  an  extent  that 
has  never  before  existed,  and  which 
unity  of  effort  wouM  certainty  be  pro- 
ductive of  much  benefit  to  the  citi- 
zens of  the  entire  area. 

1  have  heard  objection  raised  to 
discussing  uniting  with  Esqulmalt  un- 
leee  Oak  Bay  also  were  Included  in 
the  discussion.

Sit  : — The  efficiency  of  a  ship  de- 
pends on  Its  power  of  locomotion. 
To  get  more  effl(!iency,  where  pos- 
sible, the  screw  should  be  fixed  one- 
half  Its  diameter  away  fron»  the 
Rternpost;  because  on  Its  upstroke  It 
thrusts  the  Inflowing  wayer  away 
from  following  the  ship  and  detracts 
from  the  speed  of  the  ship,  as  on  the 
upstroke  It  acts  as  a  pump.  If  not 
possible  to  fix  It  one-half  Its  diameter 
away  from  the  sternpost,  place  a 
cover  or  hood  over  It,  and  you  will 
then  xet  a  Kood  thrust  on  tho  up- 
stroke, as  the  water  is  not  compres- 
sible. There  Is  vibration  caused  iiy 
the  down  thrust  of  the  propeller,  as 
the  water  will  then  be  thrust  In  the 
direction  from  the  stern  of  the  vessel; 
on  the  upstroke  It  takes  the  water  be- 
tween the  hood  and  the  propeller  and 
gets   a    better    reslstar.rs    all    round. 

It  will  not  then  Interfere  with  the 
inflowing  water.  It  will  be  ^tter 
iwtlll,  when  possible,  to  flx  the  pro- 
peller one-half  of  Its  diameter  from 
the  sternpost  and  put  the  hood  on 
one  half  of  the  propeller,  as  far  as 
the  screw  shaft,  allowing  a  space  of 
two  or  three  inches  between  the  hood 
and    the    propeller. 

Now,  this  Is  the  opinion  of  the  late 
Mr.  Robert  fJrifflths.  a  great  author- 
ity on  screw  propulsion.  He.  his  son 
and  I  tried  It  on  a  28-foot  boat  be- 
tween Teddlngton  and  Kingston-on- 
Thames  with  great  success.  We  put 
a  glass  of  water  on  the  covering 
board  of  the  keelson  and  did  not 
.spill  M  drop,  so  there  was  no  vibra- 
tion to  speak  of.  The  speed  of  the 
l>oat  was  Increased  when  the  hood 
was  put  over  the  screw,  lens  fuel  whs 
used  than  when  not  covered,  and 
little  or  no  vibration  on  the  down 
stroke.  We  did  not  move  the  screw 
further  awa.v  from  the  sternpost;  it 
was    In    its   usual    position. 

Captain  Curtis  held  forth  at  the 
Society  of  Engineers  in  London  on 
the  subject  and  was  well  received, 
and  they  appeared  to  appreciate  It.

The  late  Sir  W.  White,  the  General 
r>lrector  of  Naval  Architecture  to 
the  Admiralty,  said  they  might  adopt 
it  If  we  could  get  a  merchant  steamer 
to  adopt    It   and   It    proved   a   sucees.s. 

I  do  not  know  what  the  Admiralty 
do  now.  but  In  my  time,  as  far  as  1 
know,  they  never  experimented,  but 
they  let  other  people  do  that  and 
(hey  took  advantage  of  It  if  it  was  a 
success. 

Mr.  fJladstone  granted  Mr.  (Jrif- 
flths  a  pension  for  his  improvements 
on  screw  propulsion.  Mr.  Griffiths 
was  the  Inventor  of  the  circular  ho«s, 
for  Inserting  the  screw  blades,  which 
Increased  the  speed  of  the  ship  at 
that  time.

Northern  Railway  Company,  accom- 
panied by  three  members  of  the  di- 
rectorate. Mr.  R.  T.  Riley,  of  Winni- 
peg: Mr.  Robert  Hobson,  of  Hamil- 
ton, and  Mr.  C.  M.  Hamilton,  of 
Wsybum,  Bask.,  reached  Victoria 
yesterday  morning.  In  company  with 
Hon.  Dr.  Reld.  Federal  Minister  of 
Railways  and  Canals,  they  interview- 
ed the  Provincial  Cabinet  in  regard 
to  matters  affecting  the  system  In 
this  Province  and  more  especially  In 
regard  to  the  prosecution  of  work 
on  the  Island  section  under  the  ar- 
rangement arrived  at  recently  be- 
tween Premier  Oliver  and  the  Min- 
ister. 

Dr.  Reid  staled  that  the  actual 
work  of  tr^ck-laylng  on  the  Island 
section  will  be  commenced  on  Mon- 
day or  Tuesday  next  and  that  con- 
struction will  be  conUnued  ah  fast  as 
possible  In  view  of  the  present  labor 
Situation  and  the  rapidity  with  which 
supplies  of  rails  anrt  other  needed 
materials  can  be  procured.  General 
M,anager  McLeod.  who  was  alup 
present  at  the  Interview,  stated  that 
there  are  already  flfleen  carloads  of 
steel  at  Patricia  Bay.  an<l  the  Pre- 
mier pointed  to  the  fact  that  within 
the  past  day  or  two  he  hail  received 
bills  of  lading  for  some  ton  cars 
more  en  route  from  the  South  fhl- 
c-iKo  u.iUs,  where  the  P.  G.  K.  rail 
order  Is  being  flUed,  and  these  are 
also  being  diverted  for  use  on  the 
C.    N.   R.    line. 

Co-opomtlon 
On  the  broader  tiuestlon  of  the  re- 
lations between  the  Provlme  and  the 
Government  under  the  jiKreemetits  en- 
tered Into  between  the  .'jrmer  and 
the  Canadian  Northern  Company 
for  extensions  in  British  Columbia, 
these  arrangements  Including  the 
question  of  terminals,  etc.,  there  was 
some  discussion.

Board  of  Trade  Informs  Federal 
Ministers  of  Situation  Re- 
specting Outer  Docks  and 
Esquimalt. 


MemorUils  deallns  with  the  cUlints 
of  Victoria  for  flrat-cUuM  oauipment 
at  the  Outer  Dock*  and  pf  Eaqulmalt 
for  a  Government  drydock  were  pre- 
sented laat  night  to  the  Federal  Min- 
isters visiting  the  city  by  Mr.  Beau- 
mont Boggs.  chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trade's  Uarbore  and  Navigation 
Committee. 

They  are  las  follows: 

Dry  Dock,  Kaqulmalt 
"Under  the  terras  of  Union  with 
Canada  It  was  provided  that  a  dry- 
dock  should  be  constructed  at  Esqui- 
mau and  the  influence  of  the  Domin- 
ion Oovernment  used  to  secure  the 
continued,  maintenance  of  Esquimalt 
as  a  naval  station. 

'•It  Is  respectfully  uubmltted  that  It 
would  be  a  breach  of  contra«:t  If  the 
Dominion  Oovernment  whould  depart 
from  the  terme  of  that  treaty. 

"From  time  to  lime  this  Board  of 
Trade  has  a.skcd  for  and  ha»  been 
promised  that  the  present  drydock 
should  be  enlarged  or  a  more  com- 
modious dock  built  to  accommodate 
the  large  whlpn  of  His  Majesty's 
Navy  and  the  merchant  eteamora  now 
frequenting   our   waters. 

"Nearly  every  admiral  who  has 
been  on  this  atallon  1h  on  record  as 
approving  Esquimalt  Harbor  for  both 
naval  station  and  drydock  purposes. 
The  Dominion  Government  also  not 
only  promised  to  build  the  drydock, 
but  after  a  careful  examination  and 
the  advice  of  competent  engineers, 
purchased  a  site.  l(or  two  auccesslve 
years  substantial  sums  were  voted 
for  contruction  work,  but  those  mon- 
eys were  not  spent. 

Closest  to  (HTun 
"It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
port  of  Esquimau  is  the  nearest  Can- 
adian harbor  to  the  I'ucirtc  Ocean  and 
Is  In  close  proximity  to  the  l'*f 
fathom  channel  used  In  navigating 
the  Straits. 

"Esquimau  Is  land-locked,  prac- 
tically free  from  fog,  and  easily  pro- 
tected. In  any  naval  policy  formu- 
lated by  the  Dominion  (iovernment 
the  navai  station,  under  our  terms  of 
Union,  must  be  maintained  at  Ksqui- 
malt. 

"We  append  hereto  a  list  of  the 
mercantile        steamers  frequenting 

these  waters,  with  their  tonnage  and 
length,  and  we  wish  to  draw  particu- 
lar attention  to  the  large  number 
making  Victoria  their  only  Canadian 
port   of   call. 

Oosaa  Docks 
"The  Dominion  Cfovernment  by  its 
oonstrurtlon  of  the  Ogden  Point  break- 
water and  piers  Is  naturally  Interested 
In  the  development  of  the  port  of  Victo- 
ria and  undoubtedly  desires  to  wee  that 
investment  made  a.  profitable  one  In 
order  to  justify  such  n  large  expendi- 
ture to  *•>«   tanpayers  of  Canada. 

•■To  efeot  this  It  Is  necessary  to  pro- 
vide these  docks  with  suitable  sheds 
and  modern  equipment  for  the  handling 
of  freight  expeditiously  and  to  provide 
car  ferry  connections  with  the  rallwny 
terminus  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  and 
Canadian  Northern  systems  at  Songhees 
Point.  Oriental  and  other  freight 'could 
then  he  quickly  transferred  directly 
from  the  ships  Into  waiting  cars  and  on 
to   the   rail   tracks. 

"The  harbor  of  Victoria  Is  one  of  the 
finest  In  the  world,  and  while  at  present 
pilotage  Is  compuBory  It  Is  acknowledged 
that  It  Is  seldom  necessary  and  towage 
seldom  r«<julred.  As  the  first  port  of 
call  for  steamers  entering  from  the 
Pacific  Ocean  it  Is  used  by  miiny  lines 
which  do  not  c-all  at  any  other  port  In 
Canada 

••We  have  every  confidence  lli;\t 
should  our  request  be  granted  the  port 
of  Victoria,  like  that  of  San  lYanclsco, 
where  the  harbor  front  Is  owned  and 
operated  by  the  <}overnment,  will  be 
self-supporting  and  larger  shipments  of 
freight  will  be  diverted  to  Canadliin 
railways  Instead  of.  as  at  present,  pass- 
ing over  thos«  lines  to  the  south  of  our 
boundary. '•

Help  Society  of  Dublin,  which  de- 
votes Its  funds  to  the  leaching  to 
fli.sal.led  Irish  soldiers  <i(  yscful 
trades. 

The  exhibition  o<-cup:e.s  the  south 
end  of  the  first  floor  and  one  of  the 
first  things  which  arrests  the  eye  of 
the  visitor  is  the  variety  of  war- 
photograph.4  which  adorn  the  walls. 
The  exhibit  It.self  Is  displayed  In  big 
glass  show  cases,  and  Is  comprised 
of  articles  of  Interest  captured  from 
the  C.ermans  by  various  Irish  regi- 
ments. 

Lady  Klng.ston  started  on  her  tour 
of  the  United  States  with  this  exhibi- 
tion on  June  24  this  year,  visiting 
Pittsburg,  Sioux  City,  Hutte  (Mon- 
tana), Seattle  and  many  other  cities. 
She  is  aiming  to  collect  $100,000  for 
the  home  which  has  been  es^bllshed 
at  Leopardstown  Park.  Dublin,  where 
villas  are  being  erected  for  the  pro- 
motion of  the  special  work  under- 
taken. It  In  possible  that  a  Canadian 
villa  may  in  due  course  be  found 
among  those  which  will  spring  up  In 
the  pretty  settlement  as  the  result 
of  the  generosity  of  the  sympathisers 
on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic.  But 
Lady  Kingston  feels  that  Canada  has 
such  heavy  responsibilities  In  con- 
nection with  the  re-establlshment  of 
her  own  wounded  soldiers  that  she 
Is  not  making  any  appeal  here  for 
funds.  It  was  only  when  she  reach- 
ed Seattle  that  she  decided  to  come 
to  Victoria  and  Vancouver,  the  only 
points  In  the  Dominion  which  she 
will  visit,  and  where  she  thought 
people  would  be  Interested  to  hear 
about  what  Is  being  done  for  the 
Irish  disabled  soldiers  and  the  part 
which  they  have  played  in  the  Great 
War. 

The  British  War  Office  is  reticent 
even  of  the  part  which  has  been 
played  by  the  British  in  stemming 
back  the  tierman  horde.  So  It  was 
not  easy  to  secure  figures  telling  the 
number  of  Irish  who  had  taken  a 
hand  In  the  fight.  But  It  Is  learned 
from  Lady  Kingston  that  the  number 
of  Irish  fighting  In  the  British  army 
Is  1500,000,  which  Includes  three  Irish 
Divisions,  the  10th,  which  was  the 
first  of  the  Allied  troops  to  cafry 
arms  against  the  Bulgarians,  this 
same  force  being  the  one  which 
fought  at  (Jallpoll  with  the  Austral- 
ians; the  16th  Pivlsion.  which  has 
been  on  the  western  front,  giving  a 
good  account  of  itself:  and  the  3«th 
or  Ulster  Division,  which  although 
comparatively    young    has     made       Its 

mark.  V

The  closing  regulations  recently 
promulgated  by  the  Provlnoiai  Oo\- 
•rnment  and  already  applied  to  Vic- 
toria aa  a  precautionary  measure  to 
abate  the  spread  of  the  Spaniah  in- 
fluenza epidemic  was  yesterday  ex- 
tended by  the  Provincial  health  au- 
tbofittea  to  t^orfh  Vancouver.  Union 
Bay.  Cumberland  and  Duncan,  where, 
advlc««  from  local  medical  author- 
ities Indicated,  the  epidemic  has  ap- 
peared. « 

This  action  was  taken  upon  repre- 
sentations by  the  local  authorities, 
who  feel  that  such  a  step  would  be 
in  the  iiitereats  of  the  public  at  those 
points.  North  Vancouver  wired  that 
there  were  yesterday  seven  civilian 
and  one  military  case  of  influenza, 
which  was  stated  to  have  "generally 
spread  over  the  city."  The  other 
points  also  reported  a  few  known 
cases. 

Vancouver's  Inaction 

The  Provincial  medical  health  au- 
thorities are  not  altogether  satisfied 
with  the  situation  in  Vancouver, 
where  the  epidemic  is  making  itself 
felt  in  a  considerable  number  of  tases. 
but  where,  so  far,  tho  medical  au- 
thorities have  made  no  fiiove  to  inaug- 
urate the  Provimial  regulations  as  to 
closing  of  theatres,  schools,  churches, 
etc.,  as  has  been  done  in  Victoria  and 
elsewhere.  The  situation  in  Vancou- 
ver is  being  looked  into  and  that  bity's 
medical  authorities  have  been  re- 
quested to  immediately  make  a  full 
report  thereon. 

While  undoubtedly  the  enforcement 
of  the  closing  regulations  have  cre- 
ated much  inconvenience  anil  some 
loss  in  Victoria,  it  is  a  fact,  one  appre- 
ciated by  the  medical  authoritieM,  that 
the  public  appear  to  fully  realize  the 
necessity  for  prompt  and  draKtic  pre- 
cautions to  limit  the  spread  of  the 
epidemic  and  that  such  measures  have 
been  taken  in  tho  public  interests.

BEIRUT  IS  found" 
EVACUATED  BY  TURKS 

LO.NDON.  Oct.  10.— French  and 
British  warships  which  entered 
Beirut,  the  chief  seaport  of  Syria,  on 
Sunday,  found  that  the  town  had  been 
evacuated  by  the  Turks,  says  an  offl- 
cial  statj^menf  issued  today  by  the 
British   War  Office. 

Beirut  w«B  occupied  by  detach- 
ments of  British  Indian  infantry  on 
Tuesday.     The  statement  reads: 

"Krrnrh  and  British  warships  en- 
tered Beirut  harbor  on  Hunday  and 
found  the  town  evacuated  by  the  en- 
emy. On  Monday  British  armored 
cruisers,  preceding  our  cavalry  and 
infantry  columns,  arrived,  and  on 
Tuesday  advanced  detachments  of 
British  Indian  Infantry  occupied  the 
place.  They  were  received  enthoai- 
aatirally  by  the  Inhabltanta.

CANADIANS  BOOST      5 
BASEBALL  IN  ENGLAND 


Members  of  British  lilmpiro  Not  One 

in  Regard  to  Choice  of  National 

Pastime. 


LONDON,  Oct.  10.  — From  Canada 
cannot  be  expected  much  support  for 
cricket,  the  Canadians  being  almost  as 
keen  as  the  Americans  on  converting 
their  mother  to  baseball.  But  the 
South  Africans  have  given  a  helping 
hand  to  the  old  game,  and  may  bo 
counted  among  the  allies  bound  to  de- 
fend It.  -  It  would  be  puzzling,  never- 
theless, to  decide  which  xa  the  national 
game  of  South  Africa,  and  for  that 
matter,  there  are  Australians  who 
hold  that  football,  not  cricket,  l.s  the 
most  cherished  of  their  own  pas- 
times. 

Not  our  football,  be  It  noted,  though 
that  also  is  played,  but  a  football  of 
Australia's  own  devising,  with  the 
merits  of  each,  so  it  is  claimed,  and 
none  of  the  defects.  Australian  sol- 
diers have  been  playing  their  particu- 
lar football  for  some  time  in  England. 
London,  however,  has  not  yet  had  an 
opportunity  of  Judging  the  game  from 
a  match  on  the  grand  scale.  One 
would  be  popular  in  the  coming  win- 
ter. If  It  can  be  arranged. 

The  Australians,  again  employ  their 
rivers.  The  Interstate  rowing  cham- 
pionship makes  it  a  point  both  of 
honor  and  urivllege  for  different  parts 
of  the  Dominion  to  turn  out  capable 
crews.  Australian  oarsmen  have  done 
bravely  on  English  water,  and  New 
Zealanders,  as  well  as  Canadians,  have 
earned  glory  at  Thames  regattas.  The 
Americans,  oddly  enough,  do  not  im- 
prove their  aquatic  advantages.  Out- 
side the  universities  there  is  little 
rowing  In  the  States  and  proressionai 
rowing  is  practically  dead,  except 
around   Philadelphia.

31n.  tall, 
weight  iO.'i  pounds,  she  made  up  for 
the  shortage  In  height  and  lack  of 
weight  by  giving  him  the  strength  of 
a   giant  and    lightning-like   speed. 

Wilde  carries  the  punch  of  a  heavy- 
weight and  is  one  of  the  speediest 
mortals   that   over   trod   the  resin. 

The  sports  of  the  United  Kingdom 
are  wild  over  the  flghting  Welshman 
and  one  can  And  many  backers  here 
that  he  will  win  three  world's  titles 
after  the  war. 

If  Wilde  meets  champion  Pete  Her- 
man. I  am  of  the  impression  that 
Wilde  will  win.  In  n\y  estimation  and 
I  have  seen  all  of  our  best  fighters 
and  managed  many,  Wilde  will  beat 
anything  in  the  United  States  up  .to 
120    pouhds. 

He  is  eager  to  visit  the  States  and 
will  come  over  as  soon  as  he  can  after 
the  war  Is  over.  He  is  more  than  anx- 
ious to  meet  the  American  champion, 
Herman,  win  a  world's  title  in  the 
bantam  class  and  then  get  a  chance  at 
Kilbane. 

At  present  Wilde  i.i  considered  the 
world's       flyweight       champion.  He 

wants,  to  try  and  add  the  world's 
bantam  and  featherweight  title  to  his 
list.

Several  Cities  in  Canada  and 
United  States  Report  Fur- 
therRavages — Health  Ser- 
vice Makes  Investigation. 
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LINE' IS  BROKEN 
BY  HEAVY  BLOW 


Allies  East  of  Cambrai  Shatters 
German  Defence  and  Sends 
Trocrps  Flying  —  British 
March  in  Column. 


WITH    THK    BRITISH    ARMY    ON 
THE         CAMBRAI  -  8T.         QUENTIN 
FRONT,    Oct.    9. — By    lairt    night    the 
BiitUh    and    AmerlcanH    had    reached 
a    point    where    It    was    certain    that 
the  Gernrian   lines,   with   probably  one 
hard    blow,    could    be   cracked.      A«   a 
matter    of    fact,    cavalry    might    have 
cone    through    the   Oerman    lines    taut 
nl«ht  In  conaWerable   numbers.    Only 
patrols  were  sent  out.  however,  while 
the  main  bodies  were  held  Just  back 
of  the  line.     After  a  night  of   heavy 
nrlng   from    the    British   guns,    during 
which    the    sky    seemed    ablate    with 
flaahes.   the   third   and   fourth   armies 
avaln    attacked    this    morning      from 
Cambrai.  south   to  the  front  held   by 
th«  French.     At  the  same  time  Cana- 
dian   and    English    troops.      after      a 
••crttsh  barrage"  launched  a  powerful 
attack,   extandlng   some    miles     north 
from   Cambrai.      For  miles   the  front 
■uddanly    sprang    into      action.      The 
Canadians   had   hard   going     at      one 
place  Just  north  of  Cambrai.  but  with 
great    gallantry    swept    on    after    an- 
nihilating the   Germans  who   tried   to 
bar   their   way.      From    there    on    the 
raatatanca   weakened,    and    the    Cana- 
dUna.  with  the  English,  hurried  east- 
ward, smothering  the  usual  screen  of 
Oarman   machine   gunners      as      they 
want. 

Canadian  and  British  troops  met 
in  Uia  centre  of  Cambrai.  which  was 
•ntar^  from  both  north  and  south 
and  Quickly  mopped  up.  Many  Ger- 
inMi«  .had  escaped,  but  many,  hun- 
Ar^a  who  had  been  held  there  to 
launoh  a  counter-attack  were  either 
'  klllad  '  or  captured.  Some  of  the 
ynamy  troops  are  still  In  deep  cel- 
lai«  two  storeys  underground  and  In 
tb«  tunnala  the  Germans  dug  during 
tli«lr '  ooeupation  of  the  city.  These 
ara  IxlnC  routed  out  and  sent  back 
to  tha  CMf.

By  that  time  It  was  clear  thai  the 
enemy  wan  badly  sniaMhed.  and  that 
the  British  and  AmerUans  .stood  ni\ 
the  threshold  of  the  wide  open 
country. 

It  was  about  time  that  the  cavalry. 
which  had  been  waltinK,  poured 
through  the  wide  breach  In  the  now 
shattered  HIndenburK  syHttni  and 
streamed  oat  Into  t,he  country  beyond. 
Fast  whippet  tanks  and  armored  cara 
also  crashed  forward  and  came  Into 
action.  They  performed  cxtrnrnply 
valuable  sei-vlce  In  pursuinK  the  floo- 
Ing  Germans.  kllUnK  many  and 
rounding  up  a  lurKe  number  of  pri.s- 
oners.  They  smaHhcd  stronK  points 
held  by  rearguards  who  hud  bneu 
waiting  for  the  cavalry,  knowhiK  that 
It  had  come  throuRh  the  line. 

Cavalry  forces  are  now  apparently 
well  east  of  the  towns  reported  cap- 
tured. The  Allies  havlnK  thus  broken 
through,  the  (Jernians  north  and 
south  for  many  mllcK  arc  cndnnKcrcd, 
for  their  llneH  are  helnw  lurn«»d.  Re- 
treats on  even  a  broader  male  than 
that  now  in  progress  may  therefore 
be  expected. 

The  oftlcers  dlrectlnR  the  atta.k 
were  distinctly  satisfied  as  the  ne\v« 
came  back  from  alri)lane8  and  Uy 
runners,  but  finally  one  came  back 
that  showed  better  than  anythinR  else 
how  completely  the  enemy  had  been 
defeated.  This  was  a  report  frotii  an 
airplane  patrol  that  British  infantry 
had  been  seen  marching  as  if  on  par- 
ade In  a  column  of  fours  throuKh  the 
town  of  Bertry.  The  men  were  swinK- 
ing  along  entirely  unniolested  by  the 
enemy.  Another  patrol  lirouKht  word 
of  the  Germans  fleeinK  in  the  larreat- 
est  disorder  far  east  of  I^e  t'Hteau 
Enemy  troops  and  iranniiorts.  it  was 
stated,  were  streamlnR  along  tlio 
roads  and  over  the  fields  tryinK  to 
make  their  ea<'ape  for,  with  the  lUlt- 
Ish  cavalry  gallopInK  over  the  rounlry 
and  with  "whippet"  tanks  and  ar- 
mored motor  cars  working,  they  real- 
ized that  it  was  extremely  danKerou-i 
for  them  to  tarry  anywhere. 

Kuch  a  thing  as  troops  who  bave 
Just  attacked  'marching  throuKh  a 
town  10,000  yards  from  the  |)la«<' 
where  they  started  is  a  tblnn  tkat 
has  not  happened  in  this  war  for  a 
long  time.  Such  a  thing  could  only 
happen  now  when  the  enemy  is  de- 
feated, disorganized,  disheartened  anil 
running,  running  hard  for  his  very 
existence.  The  troops  at  Hertry  ilid 
not  tarry  there,  but  kepi  on  marching.

A  salary  of  $200  a  month  with  travel- 
ling expenses  and  a  $4  a  day  hotel  and 
subsistence    allowance     will     be    given 
those  physicians  selected  for  the  woi-k. 
WINNIPEG,       Oct.       10. — Dr.    A.    J. 
Douglas,  health  officer,  announced   to- 
day that  a  proclamation  will  be  issued 
within    a    few    days      closing      schools, 
theAtres  and  churches  and  prohibiting 
public  meetings  in   Winnipeg  and  dub- 
urbs    to    prevent    the    spread    of    Sp.in- 
ish     influenza.       The     decision    of     the 
health    authorities    has    not    been    ar- 
rived   at    bet;au80    of    alarming    condi- 
tions present,  but  it  is  considered  that 
prompt  action   will    prevent  conditions 
such   as    have   arisen    in    the    Kast.      If 
the    epidemic    spreads    similar    action 
will    be    taken    throughout    the    Prov- 
ince.    No  new  cases  were  reported  to- 
day. 

SKATTLK,  Oct.  10. — The  number  of 
new  cases  of  Spanish  influenza  re- 
ported today  to  the  city  Health  depart- 
ment, 329,  showed  a  decrease  as  com- 
pared with  424  for  the  day  previous. 
There  were  nine  deaths,  however,  four 
civilians,  four  naval  training  station 
students  and  one  at  the  merchant 
marine  station.  New  restrictions  by 
the  health  officials  today  imluded  a 
iiuarantine  on  all  hospitals,  Jails  and 
sanitariums.

— Under 
a  proclamation  issued  late  today  by 
Mayor  George  L.  Baker,  all  theatres 
and  other  places  of  amusement,  the 
schools  and  churches  will  remain 
closed  for  an  indefinite  period  begin- 
ning tomorrow  because  of  the  danser 
of  an  epidemic  of  Spanish  Influenza. 
Outdoor,  as  well  as  Indoor  public 
meetings  are  ordered  suspended. 
Health  officials  .said  there  were  about 
sixty  cases  of  the  disease  reported  in 
Portland     up    to    tonlKht. 

HKLKNA,  Mont.,  Oct.  10.  The  eid- 
demlc  of  influenza  now  is  Kene"""'  over 
Montana,  accordluK  to  the  state  board 
of  health,  and  while  the  board  has  re- 
ceived official  notice  of  only  about 
1,000  cases,  it  is  conviiued  there  are 
twice  as  many  in  the  state.  One  death 
has  been   reported   from    Hutte. 

VANCOUVKK,  Wash.,  Oct.  10. 
About  fifty  serious  cases  of  Spanish 
influenza  have  been  reported  in  this 
city.  Following  a  meeting  of  city  and 
military  health  officers  last  night, 
steps  were  taken  to  fit  up  some  build- 
ing as  a  temporary  hospital  for  hand- 
ling Influenza  cases.  So  far  as  known, 
the  disease  has  not  secured  a  strong 
foothold  In  the  barracks  here. 


AMSTERDAM,  Oct.  10. — Emperor 
William  In  thanking  the  German  In- 
dustrial association  fpr  Its  vote  of 
confidence.

Minister  of  Railways  and  Canals,  and 
after  a  busy  day,  during  the  greater 
part  of  which  he  was  engkged  upon 
departmental  affairs  and  In  Inter- 
viewing Hon.  Dr.  King.  ProvlncUl 
Minister  of  Public  Works,  In  regard 
to  matters  of  Joint  Interest  to  the 
Province  and  Dominion,  he  left  laut 
night  on  hia  return  Kaet.  in  the 
evening  he,  with  hlH  fellow-ml^lsters. 
Hon.  J.  A.  Calder  and  Hon.  Dr.  Reld, 
conferred  with  a  deputation  repre- 
Hentlng  the  local  Board  of  Trade. 
Big  Financial  Problem 
Hon.  Mr.  Carvell,  whoee  reputation 
on  the  opposition  bide  before  the 
present  Union  Government  was 
formed  wan  that  of  a  keen  critic,  a 
man  who  said  what  he  thought  and 
hit  straight  from  the  shoulder,  in  con- 
sidered to  be  one  of  the  "livi-  wires" 
of  the   present  admlnlHtratlon. 

•'Canada  in  faced  with  a  trenien- 
doua  financial  problem,  one  arUlng 
primarily  out  of  the  fxlgenciea  of 
the- war.  We  have  got  to  curtail  our 
outlays,  eliminate  the  non-eusentlala 
and  get  down  to  necessUlen.  That  Is 
the  principle  in  vogue  In  the  depart- 
ment of  which  1  have  the  honor  to 
be  the  head.  Outlays  will  only  be 
made  on  public  works  that  will  give 
adequate  returns  to  the  public  in 
service,  it  Is  a  case  of  cold  business, 
and  no  project  that  will  not  come 
within  that  category  will  be  enter- 
tained at  this  time,  when  every  cent 
that  can  be  spared  la  needed  to  per- 
mit Canada  to  do  her  part  in  the 
world   struggle." 

Insltittt  on  Kconomy 
It  waa  In  Hfte  with  this  policy, 
Hon.  Mr.  Carvell  stated,  that  he 
could  ijot  agree  to  any  expenditures 
of  public  moneys  now  being  made  on 
a  new  dry  dock  at  Esquimau  as  a 
Government  undertaking.  Not  alone 
the  initial  cost  of  such  a  work  would 
have  to  be  met,  but  there  would  be 
the  subsequent  maintenance  charge 
for  upkeep  and  operation,  necessi- 
tating the  employment  of  a  force  of 
men  who  would  be  Idle  a  considerable 
part  of  the  time  and  constitute  a 
steady  drain  upon  the  public  purse. 
But,  he  stated,  a  drydock  project 
would  receive  aid  from  the  Govern- 
ment should  any  private  interests  see 
fit  to  construct  one.  So  far  as  he 
was  concerned,  he  waa  prepared  to  go 
no  further  than  to  recommend  the 
application  of  the  Dominion  Subsidy 
Act  to  any  such  work  as  might  be 
undertaken  here.  Th«re  were,  he 
stated,  two  classes  of  docks.  The 
Government  was  In  a  position  to 
grant  4  1-2  per  cent  subsidy  on  flrnt- 
cla«a  docks  coating  $5,500,000  or  ever, 
this  to  defray  Interest  and  to  be 
paid  for  35  years.  On  second-class 
dock  the  Government  would  pay  a 
subsidy  of  4  per  cent  on  capital  out- 
lay   for    26    years. 

"I  can  say  frankly  that  T  am  not  In 
favor  of  Government  owned  utilities. 
If  there  is  scope  for  a  drydock  here 
and  (I  Is  a  business  proposition,  let 
private  enterprise  construct  tt  and 
operate  it  and  the  Government  will 
assist  by  suhsldj.  But  with  the  pres- 
ent and  future  demand  upon  the 
flnancies  of  the  Dominion  orca-sioned 
by  this  war  and  the  policies  which 
niust  be  Inaugurated  after  Its  close, 
and  we  cannot  alTord  to  spend  one 
cent  of  public  nioReys  where  It  Is  not 
absolutely  necessjiry,  not  from  the 
purely  local  but  from  the  natlonni 
standpoint." 

Maintulnn  .\(tltndc 

The  fsct  that  the  <!overnment  has 
but  recently  been  forced  Into  ac- 
cepting the  principle  of  public  ovn- 
ership  In  regard  to  the  C  N.  Hallway 
system  waa  suggested  to  the  Minister. 

"That  does  not  change  my  attitude 
one  lota,"  he  replied.  "That  was  a 
case  where  we  were  forced  to  act  to 
protect  the  public  Interest,  but  I  am 
not  so  sure  that  In  that  case  Gov- 
ernment ownership  and  operation 
will  prove  a  benefit  to  the  country 
either  from  the  standpoint  of  finance 
or  service." 

Provincial    N'c<^fwUlr« 

Yesterday  afternoon  Hon.  Mr.  Car- 
veil  «'onfcrred  with  lion.  Dr.  King. 
Provincial  MInl.ster  of  Public  Works. 
chief  discussion  being  in  reference  to 
the  maintenance  of  a  number  of 
wharves  on  the  coa.Ht  and  on  inland 
wWlers.  Many  of  these  were  con- 
structed In  years  past  by  the  pro- 
vincial authorities  an  well  as  the 
Dominion,  and  It  has  been  the  aim  of 
the     Province    to    have    the       Federal 


the  past.  That  might  haVe  been  tha 
caae,\  bin  the  praaant  adnUnlairatlon 
is  determined  tc)  get  the  iftoat  Value 
for  the  money  apent  and  If  Britlah 
Columbia  can  show  that  she  can  de- 
liver the  goods  she  would  have  op- 
portunity to  do  so.  But  he  pointed 
out  the  shlolbulldlng  activity  on  this 
coast  as  evidence  that  this  Province 
has  not  failed  to  gel  a  goodly  share 
of    the    war    buslneas. 

People  Must  Pay 
On  the  general  question  of  after- 
the-war  conditions  Hon.  Mr.  Carvell 
gave  it  as  his  oplnlo^i  that  the  pres- 
ent rule  of  exceptionally  high  wages 
win  not  be  experienced,  and  he  waa 
emphatic  In  his  statement  that  the 
very  men  who  are  getting  such  high 
pay  and  still  want  more  will  have  to 
come  down  to  a  condition  that  will 
inevitably  follow  the  cessation  of  war 
orders  executed  irrespective  of  cost, 
and  the  great  Increaae  In  the  supply 
of  labor  consequent  upon  the  return 
of  thousands  of  men  from  overseas. 
At  Vancouver  the  Minister  had  stated 
that  the  Government  could  not  but 
feel  that  enemy  Influences  have  been 
behind  a  good  many  of  the  labor  trou- 
bles which  have  occurred  throughout 
the  country  recently.  This  statement 
brought  forth  strong  denials  from 
some  of  the  labor  leaders.  Here  Hon. 
Carvell  dismissed  the  matt^  by  re- 
marking, "I  have  not  changed  my 
view  on  the  matter,  although,  per- 
haps, no  direct  evidence  that  any- 
thing of  the  sort  has  ever  been 
brought   forward." 

The   suggestion    was    made   at   Van- 
couver,  Hon.    Mr.   Carvell  stated,   that 
the    proceeds    of    the    Victory       Loan 
raised   here   should    be   spent   in    lirlt- 
Ish    Columbia,    evidently      some      per- 
sons   considering    that    such    a    course 
was    a    proper    one.      But,      he      said, 
such    a    suggestion    could    not    be    en- 
tertaJned    for   a    minute.      The    money 
Is   being   contributed   to   carry   on    the 
war  and  to  be  snent  where  It  will  do 
most   good      to      that      end.      A      very 
large    proportion    is    being    spent      In 
£urope,  for  Canada  is  paying  all   the 
expenses   of   the   expeditionary   forces, 
feeding    them    and    paying    for    every 
round    of    ammunition.      In    the    pur- 
chase  of  supplies  got   in   Canada   ^ny 
British  Columbia  firm  that  felt  like  It 
could   tender   on   supplies  required   by 
the    Government    either    for    war    or 
for  departmental  purposes  and   would 
be  given   every  facility  to  do  so. 
Direct  Taxation   Suggested 
The  people  of  Canada  must  be  pre- 
pared   to    pay    for    the    war,    the    Min- 
ister said,  and  as,  after  the  war  ends, 
this  country  will  find   Itself  confront- 
ed   with    the    necaeslty   of      raising      a 
revenue  of  twice  that  required  before 
the  outbreak  of  hostilities,  direct  tax- 
ation was  the   only  way   he  could   see 
to   meet    the   financial   demands.      The 
wealth    of    the    country    must    contrib- 
ute more  than  It  has  been  giving.  The 
interest  on  the  natlbnal  debt  and  sol- 
diers'   pensions  would    more    than   use 
up  the  ordinary  ante-war  revenue,  he 
stated.      With    the    great    problems    of 
the    reconstruction    period      to      meet, 
there    was    nothing    for    it    but    to    re- 
vise the  whole  system   of  taxation  and 
make    the    burden    rest    where    It    can 
best      be      borne.      Wherever   economy 
can   be    practised   it   must  be;   the   na- 
tion   nvust   get   down    to   bed-rock   and 
realize   that   thrift  and  economy   must 
be    the    guiding    principle  -In    working 
out    the    tremendous    financial       prob- 
lems   with    which    it   will    be    faced. 

Hon.  Mr.  Carvell  came  to  the  coast 
via  the  <J.  T.  1".  railway  and  on  his 
way  down  visited  Anyox,  where  he 
Inspected  the  great  mining  works  of 
the  tJranby  Compnny,  and  Ocean 
Falls,  where  are  located  the  pulp  and 
paper  plants,  both  of  which  proved 
of  much  greater  magnitude  than  he 
anticipated  and  T>ore  evidence  to  the 
Industrial  progress  being  made  In 
thle    Province. 


The  spirit  of  unity  and  concord 
which  animates  the  personnel  of

Some  days  ago  the  men  held  a  meet- 
ing at  which  was  dlscuaaed  tha  matter 
of  providing  suitable  quartera  for  the 
housing  of  the  football,  cricket,  swim- 
ming and  other  athletic  organisations 
which  it  is  proposed  shall  form  auch  a 
distinctive  feature  of  the  men's  asso- 
ciation trlth  their  employment,  and  a 
committee  was  appointed  to  approach 
Manager  Pickering  with  a  proposal 
that.  If  the  Foundation  Company 
would  provide  the  materials  and 
the  site,  the  men  would  put  up  a 
building  which  would  be  a  credit  to 
them  and  the  company. 

Offer  Taken  Vp  Quickly 

The  propoeal  was  at  once  accepted, 
draughtsmen  were  put  to  work  and 
plans  have  been  completed  for  a  hand- 
some building  126  feet  by  80  feet  by 
80  feet,  situated  midway  between  the 
two  shipyards,  and  with  fine  access 
to  the  water,  the  site  hemg  that  of  the 
present   lunch   hall.  ^ 

The  building  will  have  a  full  base- 
ment, which  will  be  fitted  with  lock- 
ers and  e4uipi>ed  suitably  for  use  at 
swimming  and  boating  regatta.s  dur- 
ing ne.\t  Summer,  there  being  special, 
quarters  provided  for  the  ladles'  use. 

On  the  main  floor  there  will  be  a 
dining-room  for  the  men,  a  smaller 
room  for  the  foremen,  a  large  club- 
room  with  an  open  flreulace,  and 
smaller  rooms  for  use  as  bflllard  and 
card   rooms. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  entrance 
hall  there  will  be  a  gymnasium  80 
feet  by  60  feet,  and  a  clubroom  for 
the  girls,  is  also  provided,  this  hav- 
ing a  private  entrance  of  Its  own. 

Kitchens  and  other  offices  have; 
also  been  included  in  the  plans  which 
have  been  prepared,  and  the  intention 
of  the  men  is  to  get  the  whole  build- 
ing completed  before  dark  on  Mon- 
day.

"Of  course,  Canada  will  raise  the 
money,  just  as  It  has  raised  the  money 
every  time  previously  that  loans  have 
been  offered.  Rut  Just  look  at  this 
matter  from  the  other  side: 

"What  would  Csnada  think  If  the 
United  SUtes  were  to  fall  In-lts  task 
of  raising  $6,000,000,000  during  the 
fourth   Liberty   Loan   drive? 

"And  Canada's  verdict  would  be  the 
verdict  of  the  world. 

"Of  course,  theae  loans  will  be  float- 
l«d.  The  patriotic  cltlsens  In  both 
countrlM  will  make  It  their  bualneaa  to 
s4e  that  they  are  Hoatad.

Value  of  Oriental  Trade 

Dr.  Reld,  in  addressing  the  gather- 
ing, stated  that  he  had  never  been 
able  to  grasp  the  Oriental  freight  sit- 
uation here  until  given  the  oppor- 
tunity yesterday  of  getting  on  tho 
ground  and  looking  Into  the  question 
for  himself.

system,  so  as  to  provide  for  an  unin- 
terrupted channel  for  the  carrying  of 
freight  from  west  to  east.  Likewise 
he  had  advised  the  same  course  In 
regard  to  the  Vancouver  docks.  He 
had  also  during  his  stay  In  Victoria 
talked  to  Mr.  Hanna  of  the  advisabil- 
ity of  opening  up  routing  offices  for 
the  C.V  U.  in  China  and  .lapan,  and 
the  proposition  wa.s  being  regarded 
In  the  most  favorable  light.  He 
recognized  that  the  only  way  of  en- 
suring that  cargoes  from  the  Orient 
would  be  discharged  on  Canadian  ter- 
ritory was  to  complete  arrangement.^ 
to  this  effect  at  the  point  of  shipping 
in    the    I'ar    F^ast. 

C.V.R.  and  Victoria 
"The  Canadian  Pacific  has  done  a 
great  deal  for  Canada  and  we  must 
not  decry  its  tremendous  service  to

All  this 
ha  dbeen  accomplished  In  eighteen 
years,  although  most  of  the  develop- 
ment had  been  made  during  the  laot 
half    of    that    period. 

Place  in  Sun  for  C.  N.  It. 

Mr.  Hanna  concluded  by  saying 
that.  In  spite  of  the  comprehensive 
service  of  the  C  P.  R.,  he  felt  there 
was  a  place  In  the  sun  for  the  Cana- 
dian .Northern  and  that  the  road 
could  be  made  a  real,  live  as.iet  and 
as  valuable  aa  the  people  chose  to 
make  It.  The  policy  of  the  company, 
he  said,  would  be  to  have  district 
managers  on  the  spot  to  deal  with 
all  local  questions,  thus  distributing 
administrative   authority. 

Mayor  Todd  told  the  meeting  ot 
how  the  day  had  been  spent  by  Dr. 
Reld  and  Mr,  Hanna.  A  point  that 
had  been  Impressed  upon  tham  was 
that  all  the  liners  carrying  freight 
to  the  Inland  waters  of  Puget  Sound 
passed  within  ten  miles  of  Victorli 
and  that  there  was  no  reason  why 
these  liners  should  not  discharge  a 
greater  proportion  of  their  cargo  In 
Canada  for  trans-shipment  through 
Canada.  The  process  of  shipping 
OrienUl  freight  through  Victoria  was 
considerably  more  rapid  than  that  of 
employing  other  ports  for  the  sams 
purpose.  The  only  disadvantages 
here  were  the  Inadequacy  of  port  fa- 
cilities. He  had  urged  the  Federal 
ministers  that  the  loading  machinery 
at  the  assembling  plant  should  not 
be  dismantled  at  the  termmatlon  of 
the  Imperial  Munitions  Board's  occu- 
pancy, but  that  It  should  be  retained 
for  service  when  thi  docks  were 
being  ustd  for  the  purpose  they 
were    originally    Intended. 

Johnson  Street  Bridge 

The  Mayor  said  that  the  settlement 
of  the  Johnson  Street  bridge  ^ntro- 
versy  seemed  nearer  than  ever  be- 
fore, but  that  the  city  might  have 
to  appeal  to  th^  Dominion  Govern- 
ment before  the  problem  was  met. 
In  which  case  he  made  a  plea  for 
Federal  assistance.'  He  emphasised 
that  it  waa  not  the  object  to  have 
the  bridge  built  at  once,  but  that 
It  was  important  to  get  an  agree- 
ment between  the  Interested  parties 
that  work  would  be  commenced  aa 
soon  aa  the  price  of  eteel  rafhmed  to 
a    reaaonable    figure.

From  hin  childhood  he 
wa«  deHtlneri  for  the  army  and  In  this 
profetmlon  he  remained  until  he  had 
reached  the  age  of  27,  when  he  rt>- 
Hlgned  to  tike  a  place  In  the  mlnln- 
try  of  the  Interior.  In  1S87  he  be- 
came connected  with  the  state  chan- 
cellorHhlp  and  two  years  later  waH 
anHlstant  secretary  of  the  Imperial 
council.  When  the  r>uma  was  form- 
ed In  1895  he  was  a  member  of  a 
special  commlHslon  created  for  the 
purpose  of  laying  the  foundation  of 
that  body.  In  1907  he  was  appoint- 
ed senator.  Emperor  Nicholas  ap- 
pointed him  to  the  Imperial  Council 
In  1914  and  In  1915  he  became  Pre- 
mier. From  this  office  he  resigned 
on  January  9.  1917.  He  was  respon- 
nlble  for  the  great  railroad  building 
programme  which  was  begun  threw 
years  ago  and  Interrupted  by  the 
revolution.

BOXING  MAY  YET 

OUTRIVAL  BASEBALL 


NEW  TORK,  Oct.  10. — Boxing 
promises  to  rival  basehall  soon  as  the 
national  pastime.  With  the  United 
States  Oovernment  fathering  the 
sport.  In  the  sense  of  compelling  prac- 
tically every  soldier  to  take  boxing  In- 
struction, the  benefits  to  be  derived 
from  glove  matches  are  being  brought 
home  to  thousands  of  Americans.

It  la  aa  eaeay  which  o«|fht  to  b« 
tranclated  Into  German  and  pab- 
Uahed  aimuitaneouely  in  Berlin  and 
Munich.  For  Berlin  and.  Uunloh  are 
Vfry  anvry,  with  one -another.  It  is 
all  the  reault  of  a  new  food  order- 
On  August  2nd  a  deputy  announced 
In.  the  Bavarian  Liaadtac  to  hie  In- 
dlsnaat  fellow  membem  that  tb^  ra- 
mora  which  had  been  aciUtlns  Mu- 
Bleb  were  indeed  true.  Berlin  was  to 
raeelve  a  meat  ration  of  no  leas  than 
ft  1-4  ounces  i.  week  per  head  while 
tb*  ration  for  the  rest  of  Gernnany 
was  -to  be  only  7  uunees.  He  had  al- 
ready protested  to  the  War  Kood 
Bureau.  Why  should  Berlin  have  a 
preference   over    Munich? 

The  Berlin  pres«  hastened  to  take 
up  the  challense.  Vorwarts  declared 
that  this  attack  was  "merely  an  ex- 
prcBMlon  of  the  well-known  anti-Ber- 
lin feeling  in  Bavaria."  Bavaria,  It 
%ald,  was  Inflnitely  better  oft  (or  fvbd 
then   Berlin. 

The  Berliner  Tageblatt^  went  even 
further.  Why.  It  indlKnaritly  asked, 
•hould  Bavaria  grudge  Berlin  Its  ex- 
tra ration?  Bavaria,  "where  the  ra- 
tioning system  la  practically  iKnored,' 
and  where  things  are  almost  the 
same  as  in   peace  time." 

Bavarian  papers  retorted  with  arti- 
cles on  the  greed  and  gluttony  of 
Berlin;  and  Vorwartn  In  return  pro- 
tested against  the  exaggerated  ru- 
mors of  "the  high  wages  and  luxuri- 
ous living  of  munition  workers  in 
Berlin." 

Altogether  it  wan  a  very  pretty  lit- 
tle quarrel.  Bomeone  called  it  "a 
itorni   in  a   beer  glass." 

Then  Oermanla  Intervened  and  at- 
tempted to  pour  oil  on  the  troubled 
beer.  It  suggested  that  Bavaria  was 
not  after  all  such  a  land  of  plenty  aa 
Vorwarts  and  The  Berliner  Tageblatt 
had  said.  it  offered  an  explanation 
for  these  conflicting  recriminations 
between  city  snd  city. 

"ViHitors  with  long  purees."  It  said, 
"can  get  plenty  of  food,  and  the  re- 
sult Is  that  s^ncc  May  Bavaria  has 
been  overrun  #ith  them;  but  this  is 
due  to  illicit  trading."  And  then  it 
hasteJTed  to  add  that  this  applied  not 
to  Munich  hotels  alone  but  that  "Ba- 
varian visitors  to  Berlin  say  the  same 
of  the  Berlin  hotels."

The  Munich  weekly  comic  paper, 
Bimpilslssimua  had  already  made  the 
same  point,  though  without  any  in- 
tention of  soothing  ruffled  feelings, 
by  publishing  aonie  very  unfriendly 
pictures  which  represented  the  Ber- 
lin visitor  an  he  dreamed  of  coming 
to  Bavaria  to  eat  all  that  he  could 
get.  V 

Following  upon  Uermaniu  the  Kol- 
nische  Voiksxeitung  attempted  tu  add 
its  spoonful  of  oil  to  the  (luclllng  of 
the  storm,  by  suyini?.  "of  unfriendli- 
ness towards  non-Bavarian,  particu- 
larly North  German  visitors,  who  are 
always  welcome  guests  in  Bavaria, 
there  can  be  no  question." 

Unfortunately  for  this  tactful  at- 
tempt, some  Bavarian  people  had  al- 
ready decided  to  emphasize  the  fact 
that  the  whole  trouble  was  due  to 
visitors.  They  had  decided  to  ein- 
phasize  it  in  their  own  way.  It  was 
not  a  way  which  In  the  least  sug- 
geuted  that  guests  were  welcoiiie.  The 
Incidonl  was  reported  by  The  Berliner 
Tageblatt  the  day  after  The  Kolnlsche 
V'olkHzeitunK's  thoughtful  effort.  It 
was   reported   In    the   following   words: 

"An  event  of  a  very  distressing  na- 
ture, from  which,  bppwever,  no  gen- 
eral conclusions  should  be  drawn,  has 
occurred  at  Wunsiedel-Alexanderbad. 
A  large  number  of  women  and  chil- 
dren from  the  town  of  Wunsiedei  re- 
paired to  the  neighboring  Alexander- 
bad  to  drive  away  the  strangers.  Wild 
scenes  took  place  at  Kogler's  Pension. 
Weber's  Hotel  and  Kur  Anstalt.  A 
guest  who  defended  himself  was  vio- 
lently beaten.  At  Weber's  the  win- 
dows were  broken  and  the  crockery 
smashed." 

8o  Berlin  and  Munich  raged  at  one 
another,  each  gnashing  Its  teeth 
(which    had    not    very      much      solid

bi^  Om'«  Hat."  Then  aaoh  would 
hava  forsatun  lu  aasar,  and  een- 
templatad  with  an  unselOsh  delight 
the  good  living  of  the  other,  eking 
out  its  own  meagre  rations  with  the 
happy  thought  that  there  were  <^ther 
equally  good  Germans  siting  at  that 
moment  befoce  overflowing  plates. 

They  might  even,  in  Heu  of  that 
English  essay,  have  read  the  brief 
speech  which  their  own  Emperor 
made  from  his  palace  window  on  the 
flrst'Of  August.  1914.  "if  we  must 
have  war,  all  parties  cease.  Wo  are 
only    German    brothers." 

Thaft.  has  long  since  been  forgot- 
ten. No  one  reading  what  Berlin  and 
Munich  have  been  saying  about  one 
another  would  suppose  that  they  were 
both  German  cities.

A  "leave"  club  opened  at  48  and 
49  lialon  Square,  l.,ondon.  for  the  use 
of  niembers  of  the  diffeient  women's 
services,  the  "Waacs,"  the  "Wrens" 
and  the  "Penguins."  has  for  its  pres- 
ident Mrs.  Lloyd  George. 

There  is  a  great  demand  for  a  club 
of  this  description  for  the  women  in 
the  varlou.s  services  when  on  leave  in 
London  or  passlns:  through  from 
France.  The  houses  are  in  a  good 
central  position.  .The  charges  are  to 
be  moderate,  and  based  on  those  of 
the  Y.  \V.  C.  A.  Already  many  re- 
quests have  been  received  for  the 
starting  of  wimllar  clubs  in  other 
towns  in    KnKland. 

Mr.  .1.  S.  Henry  is  KU.iraiiteeing 
the  rent  tor  a  year  to  enable  the 
club  to  start  unhampered  by  debt. 
Financial  help  will  i>c  welcomed. 
There  wlU  be  accommodation  for 
nearly  80  residents,  inciudlnR  be- 
tween 20  and  ;U)  administrator.--.  The, 
smaller  of  the  two  houses  is  for  ofh- 
cers  and  the  larger  for  the  'rank 
and  tile.  "  The  club  Kubscriptlon  will 
l)e  5s  for  the  officers  and  Is  for  the 
ranks. 

The  committee  are  trying  to  make 
the  house  as  homelike  and  comfort- 
able as  possible,  and  there  ts  to  t>e  a 
house  committee  so  that  tlie  members 
can  assist  in  the  managoment.  A 
housemother.  Miss  Palmer,  who  Is  a 
V.  A.  U.,  has  been  appointed  to  be  in 
charge  of  both  houses,  and  a  few  vol- 
untary workers  will  be  needed  to 
help  the  domestic  staff.

at  once  her  neighbour  vows 
she'll  have  one  like  it.  Or  if 
a  new  motor  car  is  delivered 
to  a  certain  home,  a  nearby 
family,  not  to  be  handicapped 
in  the  social  race,  plan  to 
discard  their  6ld  car  f or  a 
new  one.  And  so  it  goes  from 
one  thing  to  an<»ther — a  cease- 
less, senseless  competition  which 
oltan  ends  in  debtt>  distrast  and 
disaster. 

Such  silly  rivalry  is  bad 
cnougjh  Indeed  in  normal 
periods.  It  is  positively  un- 
patriode  in  times  like  these 
irhvi  the  oonntry  needs  all 
•vaOiible   labor   and  material 


and  every  available  dollar  with 
which  to  carry  on  the  war. 

It  is  perhaps  difficult  for  us  to 
appreciate  that  the  purchase  of 
things  we  do  not  really  need 
may  be  the  direct  cause  of  loss 
of  life  on  the  firing  lines. 

But  3rou  can*t  escape  the  fact, 
no  matter  how  impleasant  the 
thought,  that  millions  of  in- 
dividual selfish  demands  at 
home  may  prolong  the  war  by 
causing  a  shortage  of  the  very 
things  essential  to  our  success 
at  the  front.  For  the  money 
we  spend  in  satisf3ring  these 
desires  represents  equipment, 
dothiixg.  shot  and  shell  that  are 
so  urgently  needed  for  our  boy 
in  France.

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8ir, — I  saa  from  preae  reporu  that 
the  Hon.  J.  A.  Calder.  Dominloa 
Minisur  of  Immigration,  is  due  bara 
tomarraw  moraing.  No  doubt  ha  wlU 
hava  eariotts  aubjaota  far  diaousalba 
with  the  local  autbarlUoa  Short  of 
the  demobilisation  question,  one  of 
the  most  serious  problems  which  will 
confront  us  after  peac«  conaea.  and 
peace  may  come  sooner  than  we  ex- 
pact  If.  will  be  the  immlgratloa  ques- 
tion. Canada  has  the  natural  re- 
Mouroee.  which  are  almost  unlimited, 
but  we  aead  population,  the  problem 
will  be  to  get  those  who  will  conserve 
the  Ideas  we  have  in  view. 

The  League  of  PatHots  (AnU-Hun 
League),  has  gone  on  record  that 
the  boche  and  his  allies  have  proved 
themselves  untrustworthy,  and  there- 
fore undesirable  as  aettlers  In  this 
country.  Taking  the  broader  aspect 
of  the  question  I  do  not  suppose  U  is 
proposed  or  Intended  that  they  should 
be  for  ever  depied  entry  into  this 
promised  land,  then  how  are  we  to  be 
safeguarded?     May  1  suggest  this: 

1.  That  the  boche  and  his  allies  shall 
be  absolutely  denied  entry  Into  this 
country  for  the  period  declared  by  the 
British  Seamen's  Union  under  Have- 
lock  Wilson. 

:'.  That  after  that  period  expires, 
they  inay  come  but  shall  be  denied 
the  franchise  and  the  ownership  uf 
agricultural  land  until  the  third 
generation. 

3.  Upon  entry,  all  those  who  de- 
clare their  intention  of  becoming 
future  citizens  shall  sign  a  declaration 
that  they  will  obey  the  laws,  and  will 
Immediately  start  to  learn  the  Kng- 
lish  language,  and  that  they  under- 
take that  their  children  shall  attend 
regularly  Canadian  schools,  and  shall 
only  take  up  foreign  languages  which 
are  provided  in  the  curriculum  of  the 
National    schools. 

4.  The  settlers  may  lease  land  for 
periods  not  more  than  five  years,  and 
renewable  but.  subject  to  revision, 
during  which  they  shall  have  .  no 
franchise. 

5.  The  third  generation,  being  born 
In  Ciinada  of  parents  who  may  i>e 
born  in  Canada  or  who  have  arrived 
young,  shall  be  entitled  to  citijiciihhip. 
with  which  is  embodied  the  right  to 
own   land  and  right  of  franchise. 

6.  Penalty  for  breach  of  this  is  de- 
portation to  the  land  whence  they 
<-anie. 

It  seems  to  me  that  this  will  give 
us  the  necessary  protection,  and  if  we 
cannot  make  good  Canadians  of  them 
by  the  third  generation,  then  they 
must  be  hopeless,  especially  as  for 
two  generations  they  would  be  attend- 
ing our  schools  and  learning  our 
language. 

Although  some,  who  may  be  dl.s- 
gusted  with  militarism  may  come 
under  such  conditions,  it  is  not  to  be 
expected  that  they  will  flock  here,  we 
are  therefore  left  to  seek  desirable 
population  from  the  rest  of  our  allies. 
Will  there  be  many?  That  la  the 
question.  Belgium,  Northern  France. 
Servia,  Northern  Italy.  Roumanla 
will  need  their  people  to  rebuild  the 
cities  which  have  been  destroyed,  and 
the  land  which  has  been  laid  waste 
b.v  the  CJerman  hordes,  and  their 
Govcrnmenta  will  make  some  attempt 
to  keep  them  back  in  order  to  build 
up  the  wealth  of  their  countries  and 
pay  the  debts  contracted  during  this 
most  frightful  war.  I  fear  therefore 
that  we  will  not  secure  many  for 
many  years  to  come;  but  we  must 
have  populatoin  if  we  are  to  exploit 
our  natural  resources  in  order  to 
foster  exports  and  help  pay  our  own 
debts,  what  shall  we  do?  Uncle  Ham 
may  have  some  to  spare  out  of  licr 
hundred  njillions,  but  Uncle  Sam  may 
also  want  to  chase  trade,  and  may 
offer  advantages  In  his  country  which 
will  have  the  effect  of  discouraging 
undue  large  efflux  of  population 
across   the   border. 

In  these  circumstances,  if  such 
should  be  more  or  less  the  ease,  we 
shall  have  to  fall  back  mainly  upon 
our  present  population,  and  the  re- 
turn of  our  own  soldiers,  together 
with  such  as  the  Imperial  Covern- 
ment  may  send  us  Will  they  be  suf- 
ficient? There  Is  of  course  the  large 
population  across  the  Pacific,  have  we 
the  courage  to  face  the  problem 
seriously   and   equarely? 

1  have  sketched  out  In  letters  whh-h 
you  published  on  the  ^trd  and  17lh 
February  last,  a  system  of  controlled 
immigration,  is  it  outside  the  realm 
of  practical  politics?  Remember  that 
they  are  not  to  pour  In.  but  each 
application  must  be  considered  on  its 
own  merits,  and  permission  is  granted 
or  withheld  only  after  investigation 
by  a  properly  set  up  department. 
Suppose  we  license  all  industries,  and 
these  are  divided  into  'Internal  trade  " 
and  "external  trade,"  and  according 
to  the  results  of  investigations,  we 
require  that  those  holding  "internal 
trade"  licences  must  have  a  70  per 
cent  white  labour  pay  roll,  and  thoee 
holding  an  'external  trade"  licence 
must  have  a  .TO  per  cent  white  pay 
roll,  the  latter  to  compose  princi- 
pally of  foremen,  engineers,  etc.  The 
internal  trade  Ucencees  may  export 
If  they  can  compete,  but  the  externa' 
trade  Ucencees  are  forbidden  to  sell 
Internally,  but  must  only  manufacture 
for  export.  The  70  per  cent  In  the 
case  of  external  trade,  and  30  per  cent 
in  that  of  internal  trade  may  be 
Chinese  or  other  cheap  labor,  which 
will  help  us  to  produce  cheaply  with- 
out lowering  the  wages  of  white 
labor.  I  do  not  see  what  risks  there 
can  be.  They  have  no  franchise,  and 
they  not  being  citizens  cannot  own 
agricultural  land,  as  per  conditions 
outlined  in  my  letter  published  by  you 
on  3rd,  February  last,  nor  mines,  or 
coasting  trade,  we  do  not  regard  them 
as  a  settled  or  future  settled  popula- 
tion, but  only  in  .the  light  of  atop- 
saps  until  such  times  as  there  is  suf- 
ficient influx  of  surplus  white  popula- 
tion of  Europe  snd  America,  when  the 
conditions  of  the  licences  ran  be  gra- 
dually altered.  They  can  be  employed 
in  land  clearing,  do  surface  work  of 
mines,  help  build  railroads  at  cheap 
first  cost  so  that  the  freight  and  pas- 
senger rates  can  be  cheapened  when 
the  llne^  are  completed,  since  there 
will  not  he  thf-  heavy  flrst  cost  result- 
ing In   large  overhead   charges. 

If  the  problem  is  too  .large,  and  we 
desire  to  act  with  more  caution,  may 
I  sugge«t  the  declaring  of  the  whole 
of  Vancouver  Island  as  a  "free  port.' 
goods  to  be  admitted  into  this  island 
free  of  duly,  and  as  regards  immigra- 
tion the  new  regulations  to  be  enforc- 
ed, the  old  laws,  and  duties  being  ap- 
plied to  the  Mainland.  The  problems 
of  Vancouver  Island  are  -llfferent  to 
those  of  the  Mainland.  We  have 
Isrge  tracts  of  forest  land  to  clesr. 
and  prepare  for  settlement,  and  this 
must  be  done  cheaply,  we  have  many 
good  harbours  but  no  trade  to  speak 
of  to  make  them  attractive  to  ship- 
ping, but  If  this  Island  were  declared 
a  free  port,  we  shall  be  the  emporium 
of  t^ie  Weitern  part  of  Canada.  'IKc 
Hongkong  Is  to  South  China.  We 
evAM  ezplett  ovr  cHmate  to  the  limit 
beciuae  rjr  east  of  Uvttm  would  bu 
macta  cheapar.  ararebaasea  wiir

Is.  and  we  will  oampel  the 
buUdlag  af  tha  brklca  aorass  tha 
Saymour  Narrows,  and  ntaka  tbla 
lalaad  the  terminus  of  tianscontinen- 
tal  railways.  It  seems  to  roe  there  Is 
a  let  of  advantages  attached  to  the 
scheme,  and  hardly  any  dlsadvan- 
tagea  Is  the  Idea  nbt  worth  aon- 
■MarlBgr.  ar  hava  we  net  tha  courac* 
t»  take  tha  plunge? 
—Mongkong  was  a  barrea  Island 
when  Great  Britain  acquired  It  and 
yet  a  few  years  before  the  war,  its 
teanage  was  the  greatest  in  the  world, 
net  excluding  Liondon  or  Ulverpool. 
Singapore  bad  nothing  of  the  mineral 
wealth  of  this  Island  and  look  at  Hs 
trade.  There  will  be  no  question  of 
opening  our  Iron  or  o*.her  mineral 
wealth,  ships  will  call  here  to  dis- 
charge their  cargoes.,  and  will  need 
return  cargoes,  which  can  be  supplied 
by  our  lumber.  May  I  recommend 
this  idea  to  the  conaideration  of  the 
tax-pay,er8  of  Vancouver  Island  and 
the  different  munlcipalitlea  and  to  the 
government.

Kducatlon  should  be  adjustei^  to 
real  life,  and  this  can  only  be  effected 
through  the  active  interest  of  the 
people.  Is'atiohaf  education  Is  one  of 
the  proud  heritages  of  the  people,  but 
the  pride  of  the  people  is  shown 
rather  by  a  passive  acquiescence  in 
an  education  tax  than  by  any  active 
interest  in  educational  matters.  A 
community  will  get  the  educational 
system  it  deserves,  so  let  it  deserve 
the    best. 

The  public  cannot  leave  the  re- 
sponsibility for  an  educational  systeni 
with  the  teachers.  After  all.  the 
teachers  are  only  the  paid  servants 
of  the  system.  Their  energies  are 
directed  towards  obtaining  the  best 
results  with  the  existing  machinery, 
uot  towards,  criticizing  or  .reforming 
the   system. 

What  is  required,  and  what  the 
people  sliould  see  they  get.  is  sn  edu- 
cational system  carefully  adjusted  to 
the  actual  reqtilrements  of  life.  But 
unless  there  Is  a  strong  public  in- 
terest, the  tendency  will  be  for  edu- 
cation to  lose  all  contact  with  real 
life  und  to  become  an  artificial  pro- 
duct of  school  books  and  school 
teachers. 

No  one  would  be  content  to  receive 
instruction  in  swimming  from  one 
who  had  never  been  in  the  water; 
and  the  danger  must  be  avoided  of 
children  being  prepared  for  life  by  an 
artificial  systeni,  which  has  failed  to 
base  itself  on  a  projier  understanding 
of  the  Immediate  practical  require- 
ments  of   life. 

The  minds  of  the  pupils  must  be 
taken  somewhat  away  from  books  to 
the  realities  behind  the  books,  if  their 
education  Is  going  to  have  any  value 
for  them  other  than  passing  examina- 
tions. 

JMuch  time  must  always  be  de- 
voted In  the  schools  not  only  to  prac- 
tical subjects  but  to  mental  training 
and  mental  discipline:  but  the  objec- 
tive aimed  at  must  be  kept  constantly 
in  mind   both   by  pupils  and   teachers. 

If  an  educational  system  expects  to 
produce  reasoning  men  and  women. 
it  must  not  only  have  the  best  of  rea- 
sons for  all  Its  rules  and  acts,  but  it 
must  also  make  the  pupils,  the  teach- 
ers and  the  public  aequaintcd  with 
Its      reasons.  For      example,      every 

pupil  should  know  precisely  why  dif- 
ferent subjects  of  instruction  have 
been  chosen,  and  should  be  shown 
the  inter-connection  between  all  the 
subjects  and  the  special  function  of 
each  in  preparing  for  success  In  life. 
There  Is  more  than  sufflclent  evidence 
to  show  that  in  high  school  educa- 
tion, where  the  pupil  la  faced  with 
many  subjects  and  many  teachers.  If 
there  is  a  lack  of  concurrence  toward 
a  definite  understandable  educational 
aim.  education  for  the  pupil  may 
easily  become  a  mere  confusion  of 
different  subjects  and  varying  nebu- 
lous educational  Ideals.  The  atmos- 
phere of  the  scftools  should  not  be 
merely  academic  and  remote  from 
life;  It  should  be  vitalized  with  the 
best  thought  and  experience  of  the 
whole  active   community. 

And  this  adjustment  to  life  can 
only  be  effected  and  safegu;irded  by 
the  closest  public  concern  in  educa- 
tion. The  community  is  as  important 
a  factor  in  school  education  as  the 
pupils  and  teachers. 

The  flrst  essential  for  successful 
eerecational  effort  is  that  the  com- 
munity as  a  whole  should  have  a  true 
estimate  of  the  value  of  education, 
and  the  same  aim  in  education  should 
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l)e  found  In  the  home,  the  school,  and 
the  public  life  of  the  comirtunity.
